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steer. The long travel bikes work better 
in some sections, but in others they're 
not quite as good because of the steer- 
ing. So it’s just finding the right com- 
bination. 

Bultaco dropped you during their 
1977 cutback. 

Lane: That was the best thing that 
ever happened to me, getting laid off 
by Bultaco. I started working on my 
bikes again. Now I’m riding better and 
having more fun than I ever had before. 
Before I was kind of restricted because 
there was a lot of pressure to do well. 
Now I do it because I want to. 

You hooked up with Bob Miller be- 
ginning in 1978. How long have you 
known him? 

Lane: I've known Bob since 1972. I 
came down and organized a trials 
school for him at his shop in San Louis 
Obsipo. Bob's a fantastic enthusiast 
and a great mechanic. Gene Romero, 
the year he won the number one plate, 
wanted Bob to be his tuner and do the 
circuit, but Bob had just gotten his 
shop. That gives you an idea of the 
caliber of tuner the guy is. He did most 
of my tuning and fettling. Everytime 
I'd say the bike is good enough he'd say 
we'll take it one step further., 

How did Section One Products come 
about? 

Lane: Basically I did it because I felt 
our bikes were a couple of years ahead 
of production bikes and Bob said we 
should start selling some of these things. 
I come up with these crazy ideas and 
he stays up until two or three in the 
morning trying to make them work. 
He came to my rescue about the time 
nobody wanted to give me any help 
and really brought the enthusiasm back. 
After I won two nationals early in '78, 
Honda offered me a real good contract 
just after Marland left them, But I 
didn’t take it because Bob was the only 
one who came forward when I was 
really struggling. Honda came right 
back and offered me contracts for '79 
and '80. 

Debbie is riding Montesa .this year. 
They also offered me a ride this year. 
I'm going to modify the bike for her, 
make it lower. In 1981 I'll ride whatever 
bike I think I can make go the best. 
That's why I'm going to ride a Montesa 
in Scotland. It has a six-speed trans- 
mission and goes 80 mph down the 
roads. 

Do you both plan to ride the Scottish 
this year? 


Lane: Debbie may have a movie com- 
ing up, a six-week job. Otherwise, we'll 
both do it. It’s the best week there is in 
trials. It's hard work but there's so much 
enthusiasm there you can’t help loving 
the thing. 


Why is trials falling off in certain 
areas? 

Lane: I think it was falling off until 
Bernie won the World Championship. 
Now people are interested in trials 
again. What I think happened, years 
ago, was that all the clubs were so busy 
trying to get everybody organized. 
Nothing could catch on. Now every- 
thing is well organized. Trials is the 
only sport that runs itself, decides its 
own future. Motocross and road racing 
get dictated to by the FIM and the 
AMA. Motocross got really popular 
because the organizers and promoters 
were catering to the masses, running 
five- and 10-minute motos, to make 
money. We were intent on making our 
sport on a par with the Europeans. 
Debbie: Also, we were sending people 
over and bringing Europeans over here 
long ago. 

Lane: The whole thing was geared to 
get a high caliber national champion- 
ship series and a world champion. 
Today many of the professional mo- 
crossers are not that concerned about 
going to Europe. They’d rather stay 
home or the factories keep them 
here. And yet the amateur trials 











riders are scrambling to get the money 
to go over to Europe. 

Lane: The ISDT riders are the same 
way. And the speedway guys, racing in 
England for low money but plenty of 
experience. American motocross is not 
really pushing to get a world champion. 
Brad Lackey is a great athlete, but 
when he was racing in Europe for 
Husqvarna everybody forgot who he 
was. Then he won a couple of GPs and 
he's a hero. But he still doesn’t have 
the motocross community behind him 
like the trials people are behind our 
top riders. And that’s how we got a 
world champion first. 

Better, not bigger. That was the 
philosophy? 

Lane: Exactly. Now, within the or- 
ganizing committee, the NATC, there's 
renewed enthusiasm. We have a world 
champion. We've proven ourselves. 
Now let’s help the sport grow. 











the AMA. They've done a lot for us. 
Do you think the NATC could have 
succeeded if it didn’t have a strong 
and persuasive coordinator like Wiltz 
Wagner? 

Lane: No, it would have been impos- 
sible. He's a brilliant man. And he’s 
spent a lot of his own money just to get 
things going. 

What about the development of 
NATC competition over the years? 
Lane: The best event in 1974 probably 
would have been the worst event last 
year. That gives you an idea of how 
much better the organizers are. The 
way I rode in 1974 probably would 
have placed me just barely in the top 
10 last year. The early years in the 
series did have more glamour though 
because of the Japanese factory in- 
volvement. That’s the only disappoint- 
ing thing about the nationals now. But 
this new enthusiasm I'm feeling from a

Debbie: We're better organized and 
able to handle more people now. 

Lane: The two main accomplishments 
of the NATC have been getting a world 
champion and having a standard set of 
rules. And that took six years. Every- 
thing else was secondary. 

Is the North American Trials Council 
unique in organizing circles? 

Lane: No doubt about it. It's the most 
progressive organizing committee in 
the motorcycle world. It’s governed by 
the riders, which is virtually unheard 
of. Riders can't go to the FIM and tell 
them how it's going to be. They'd just 
flat throw the guys out. With the NATC 
the riders can decide the direction the 
sport goes. The manufacturers can't 
really say anything. The only thing we 
need the AMA for is to give us sanctions. 
And the AMA loves us because we take 
care of all the little knick-nacks for 
them. Its a great arrangement for 
them and us. I have a lot of respect for 

















lot of circles may change that in the 
next few years. 

There seems to be additional enthu- 
siasm since the NATC meeting in 
December. What caused that? 

Lane: We've proved ourselves to the 
Europeans and now that we've standard- 
ized the rules we can get down to filter- 
ing that enthusiasm down to the local 
clubs. There's no doubt that our na- 
tional trials are better organized than 
European trials. Ours are more con- 
sistent, there are no protests. 

What do you think about the bicycle 
trials championship tacked onto the 
national schedule this year? 

Lane: I think it's great. It should be a 
grass roots movement sort of thing 
that's going to bring the kids into the 
sport. Every kid in the U.S. standing 
on a bicycle is doing trials, but he 
doesn’t realize it. He calls it trick rid- 
ing, but it's trials. Now he has a show- 
case to aim at and he can also watch 








the top trials guys. It should give the 
kids tremendous enthusiasm, plus the 
fact it's so much fun for the adults to 
watch. 

How do you think the national raffle 
idea will work out, raising money to 
send riders overseas as El Trial de 
Espana does? 

Lane: Well, I've disqualified myself 
from any trips even though I’m not 
factory sponsored. I want to ride the 
best I can, but I want to give guys like 
Scott Head and Curt Comer and Jack 
Stites a feeling they they really have a 
chance to go to Europe. It’s a carrot, a 
chance through the nationals to get to 
the world championships. That’s, why 
the southern California riders are so 
good, because they sent their riders 
overseas. 

How much did the 1978 AMA Ama- 
teur Sportsman of the Year award. 
mean to you? 

Lane: It caught me by surprise. -1 was 
really impressed with that. It's really 
neat because I did something and really 
I didn’t think anybody noticed it. 
(Note: In the next to last national of 
1978, Lane, who was leading Bernie 
Schreiber for the championship, lent 
him electrical parts to revive his life- 
less bike. Bernie won the trial that day 
and the final trial of the series two days 
later to beat Lane out for the cham- 
pionship by one point.) When the 
sanctioning body of your country 
honors you that way, it’s really exciting. 
Perhaps it was a combination of lead- 
ing the series as a privateer and then 
in the end helping your “rival” con- 
tinue and eventually beat you. 

Lane: It really made the whole thing 
worthwhile. It was really better than 
winning the national championship, 
getting that. You can always win a 
national championship. 


That’s easy for you to say. 

Lane: But you can’t always win some- 
thing like that. That’s one award I'll 
always be proud of. 

The future of trials in the U.S. You 
mentioned possible industry interest. 
Lane: The last time the Japanese tried 
to push trials they sold the sport as 
something it really wasn't. They tried 
to sell it as a cultured man’s motor- 
cycle sport. The ballet sport, the con- 
cert violin sport. From what I under- 
stand, trials is the second biggest par- 
ticipant cycle sport in Japan now. To 
the Japanese, being a concert violinist, 
something that takes great skill and 
dedication, is a very attractive thing: 
But the average American wants to be 
berm-busting and really going for it. 
And trials is go-for-it, but they tried to 
sell it to these people attracted by. the 
violin-player image. And when those 
people came out they learned really 
quick that it was rough. It takes a 
throttle-hungry kid to ride trials. You 
have to be a wild man to ride trials. 

In England the basic trail bike is a 
trials bike. Could that angle have 
been taken here? 

Debbie: I think it really could have. 
Lane: The thing is they're great all- 
around bikes, you can ride them any- 
where and don’t bother anybody, but 
the guys who trail ride like to putt 
around and have a good time. Even 
the guys who buy motocross bikes to go 
out and trail ride don’t really have the 
ISDT special test mentality — to just 
go crazy and keep going. 

Debbie: Yamaha had the right idea 
with the Cat (A larger tank and seat 
trail version of the TY) but the dealers 
weren't behind it. 

Lane: What they didn’t realize is that 
a trials bike is built for nothing-can- 
stop-me. And they were trying to sell 
them to guys who just wanted to putt. 
If the attempt is made to attract the 
masses emphasizing the toughness of 
the sport, wouldn’t the masses give 
up and go back to their 10-minute 
motos on smooth, graded tracks? 
Lane: Motocross is a great sport. I love 


to ride it and admire the guys who do 
it, but it’s getting so expensive to be 
competitive. It may eventually come 
down to a choice of quitting altogether 
or taking up trials as a cheaper go-for- 
it,sport. 

So they have to realize that they can 
go for it in motocross and spend a 
bunch of money or go for it in trials 
and get by on a marginal amount of 
money. I can do an entire national 
championship schedule on $4,000 in- 
cluding buying the bike. Maybe a new 
set of rings once a year and a clutch 
lever now and then. In motocross you 
really have to pump out the bucks to 
do the nationals. 


But, of course, motocross always has 
the financial carrot at the top. 

Lane: Unless you’re a top guy you're 
not going to make money in either 
sport. There’s more earnings potential 
in motocross, but it costs much more 
to get to the top because the initial in- 


vestment is so much greater. They're’ 


both great sports, really hard sports, 
but most people don’t realize trials is 
so difficult. Anybody who thinks they're 
going to come out to trials and whip 
on everybody right away is mistaken. 
Actually trials is harder because in 
motocross you can slow down, ride a 
gear lower and jump less distance on a 
race track. But in trials you have to do 
it. You either get up the ledge or you 
don’t. 

Debbie: Part of the problem with the 
general public has been because of 
motocross bikes. They're loud, the 
knobby tires tear up the ground and 
you get riders who don’t respect the 
rights of others. 

Lane: I can't help it. I get on a 
motocross bike and I'm just as big a 
squirrel as any 14-year-old kid. I love 
to go sideways. It’s the nature of the 
bike. It brings the animal out. But you 
can go crazy on a trials bike and not 
bother anybody. 

Do you see a younger rider gaining 
experience and attention in trials 
and then making the switch to moto- 
cross if he thinks he has a professional 
potential? 

Lane: It’s definitely a feather in your 
hat. Anybody good in motocross with 
a year of hard practice could probably 
bust into the top 10 in the national 
trials championship and then they 
could go smoke in some local moto- 
crosses. 


How much would a year of tough 
trials training help a younger rider 
interested in a motocross career? 
Lane: It would really make him go a 
lot faster, a lot quicker. Trials and 
motocross are exactly the same. The 
only difference is the physical condition- 
ing. The motocrosser uses long endur- 
ance muscles and the trials rider uses 
short strength muscles. 

With motocross you go as fast as you 
can without crashing or going off the 
course. If you go too slow, you get 
passed. If you go too fast, you go end- 
over-end, In trials, if you go too slow 
you fall into all-the holes. If you go too 
fast you can’t make the turns. So you 
go as fast as you can go in a trials 
section without losing control. On a 
motocross track you go as fast as you 
can without losing control. 

The only way you can learn to be a 
good rider is to be right on the edge of 
crashing all the time. And in a trials 
section a crash, virtually, is putting 
your foot down. You've lost control. In 
motocross you're not on the edge of 
control nearly as much as you are in 
trials, so you pick up techniques faster 
because you're pushing yourself harder. 
Marland, Bernie or I could hop on a 
motocross bike and go a couple of laps 
with almost any local Pro racer and be 
competitive. But his conditioning 
would get us because it’s endurance 
type. But put him on a trials bike and 
he wouldn’t be conditioned for the 
quick brutal bursts. But as for riding 





‘ability, we're using the same tech- 
niques. 


What about the great trials boom of 
the early 70s that never happened. 
Why? 

Lane: Oh, the Japanese came to 
America with their understanding of 
the sport and tried to sell it as some- 
thing it wasn’t. Number two, Honda 
built the TL125 and sold out. The fac- 
tories saw that and figured they didn’t 
have to build bikes that were really 
competitive with the Spanish bikes. 
And each manufacturer brought in 
what Bultaco and Montesa had been 
selling for the entire year. It quad- 
rupled the amount of bikes available. 
Debbie: Also, the dealers didn’t sell 
them as trail bikes even though the 
market was saturated. They could have 
sold them as wife bikes, kid bikes or 
trail bikes, but they didn’t. If they 
had, maybe we wouldn't have as much 
land closure pressure as we have now. 
Lane: The whole thing was unfor- 
tunate. Japan came with the same 
initiative as they did with professional 
motocross and this was an amateur 
sport with no means of providing for 
the needs of significant growth. Now 
there is more potential for that, es- 
pecially as the costs of motocross in- 
crease. I’m optimistic about the way 
the sport is going to go in the future. 
Now we have a world champion. We 
met our goal. 

We've put our man on the moon — 
before the end of the decade. 

Lane: Now we can concentrate on 
building enthusiasm through the 
ranks. Like these bicycle nationals. 
Clubs across the nation will be setting 
up trials to train their local riders. The 
goal of every club will be to have a 
national champion because the man- 
on-the-moon now for every local club 
is a national champion in one of the 
classes: bicycle, high school, national, 
sportsman, senior, super senior. We 
didn’t have that seven years ago.. South- 
ern California wanted a national cham- 
pion and then a world champion, not 
10,000 riders. The motocross 
community was the reverse. They 
wanted 10,000 riders and didn’t care 
about the world championship. 


How do the top motocrossers and trials 
riders compare as athletes? 

Lane: People aren't giving the trials 
riders like Bernie and Marland what’s 
due them as great athletes. I think, if 
we had a challenge meet, the trials 
riders would ride motocross better 
than the motocross guys could ride 
trials. The trials riders would give a 
decent showing in the motocross but if 
you put on a trials demonstration at a 
stadium motocross, the motocross guys 
would barely be able to ride the bikes 
through the sections. Bernie could ride 
a national motocross and do good. Just 
show up, get on the bike and ride it. I 
doubt Bob Hannah could show up at a 
national trial and do as well. 

Debbie: We're trying to get rid of the 
trials riders are sissies attitude, 
because it’s not true. 

Lane: That’s what hurt the sport the 
last time. 

Debbie: The sissies came out and they 
got killed. 

Lane: Trials is a tough sport while 
motocross is a grueling sport. With 
trials it’s just brute force and it flogs you. 
Debbie: They think the whole thing is 
so slow. They don’t realize you really 
go for it on the loop. 

Lane: And the sections. It’s speed for 
motocross or trials. If you go too slow 
in the sections you dab or don’t make 
it and crash. Debbie and I have done 
enduros and ISDT qualifiers and 
motocross, and trials is hardest. The 
motocross guys don’t realize how hard 


and go-for-it trials is. It’s a nothing- . 


can-stop-me sport, but you crash-and- 
burn all the time. That's the attitude 
you have to take for trials: nothing can 
stop me.

Honda and its 750cc effort has come a long 
way. Since 1969 when the CB750 first ap- 
peared until now, Honda has released many 
useable forms of the 750cc powerplant. In 


1980 the 750cc category in- 
cludes the CB750K (touring 
model), CB750K LTD (touring 
model limited edition) and the 
CB750F. 

When a manufacturer produces 
three versions of one basic model, the 
buying market becomes segmented. 
Those buyers that opt for the F model 
should realize one fact: If they are'not 
the Johnny-go-fast-keep-it-in-high-R’s 
-fantasizing-road-racer-type, the F will 
not be appealing. 

At a glance, the F’s cosmetics make 
it took fast. The tank/sidecover/ 
seat/rear fender and spoiler arrange- 
ment make for a clean and in- 
tegrated appearance. Honda’s own 
ComStar wheels, this year. in 
black, compliment the styling, along 


with the four-into-two upswept 
exhaust system. Rectangular turn 
signals, chrome mirrors and bold pin- 
striping complete the package. 

The F is a cold blooded starter. 
Even with the choke all the way on, 
five or six grinds of the starter were 
required to make the F come to a 
sluggish idle on a cool morning. In 
only a few seconds, blipping the throt- 
tle brought the F to life. It would hang 
around 2000 rpm for a moment and 
then scream into the high 6’s. The 
choke has to be left on for quite a 
while before the bike is warm - in our 
case 10 miles of highway driving would 
do the trick. Before that time the 
choke can be taken off and the bike 
will idle at 1500 rpm, but under ac- 
celeration it will balk around 5000 
rpm. The F, however, performs as well 











with the choke on as off. There is no 
wait for the performance to start. 

We hoped the F’s electrical system 
would stay with the task of turning the 
engine over, because no kick starter is 
offered. Ken Watts, Regional 
Training Center Administrator for 
American Honda, said the kick starter 
was removed for three reasons. First, 
that Honda’s electrical system is now 
totally reliable; second, a survey was 
done through dealerships and most 
Honda owners said they didn’t use kick 
starters when they could electrically 
start their bikes; and third, 
eliminating the kick start from the 
engine helped to keep the bikes com- 
petitively priced. 


One of the first things we noticed 
when the 750 came to life was a loose, 
rattling noise in the lower end. While 
the noise went away above 2000 rpm 
and no adverse affects were noticed, 
we kept our ears peeled. The problem 
was diagnosed as some worn parts in 
the clutch or other related lower end 
parts. However, the bike was not new 
when we received it. The odometer 
had over 5000 hard, hard miles on it, 
miles which were put on by two 
magazines who had previously tested 











the bike. 


Honda has included little touches 
on the F which are commendable, 
such as a push button trip reset and 
vibration resistant mirrors that keep 
images sharp. The mirrors are an 
especially good idea, since the F is 
running at 5200 rpm at 60 mph, at 
which point a slight but noticeable 
vibration is evident. Honda has 
produced one tight running motor- 
cycle; 5200 rpm on other bikes could 
have been worse. 


Taking into consideration the spor- 
ting orientation of the F, we matched 
its gear ratios and final reduction to 
the CB750K, Honda’s touring 750. To 
our surprise, the K runs the same 
ratios and final reduction as the F. It 
would be wise for Honda dealers to 
stock up on countershaft sprockets; 
those one or two teeth larger than 
stock might be in demand. 


When Honda put together this 
package they went all the way. Gran- 
ted, the gearing isn’t for longer trips. 
What it is for is blowing another bike 
away in a drag race or making time 
through a curvy mountain road. The F 
is a close, tight shifter with close gear 
ratios. It was the only way Honda 





could go, because a good amount of 
shifting is required. Up until around 
5500 rpm the F is a slug; past that it’s 
almost as if an afterburner kicked in. 
The powerband starts there and 
doesn't seem to end. On a straight 
stretch the bike was pulling strongly 
and aggressively up through the 8000 
mark. 

By that speed all we could monitor 
was the tachometer. 1980 government 
regulations haye set an 85 mph limit 
on speedometers - it was possible to 
reach that limit in third gear. 

You could tour with the F's han- 
dlebar/seat positioning; you couldn't 
with the footpeg/seat arrangement, at 
least for anyone around six feet tall or 
taller. After about an hour leg cramps 
occur because a rider must keep 
his/her legs tucked in fairly tightly. 
Relating to the sporting aspects of the 
750, the rider positioning is optimum, 
keeping one in a tucked-in mode. 

The seat itself is very firm and 
narrow, to the point of becoming un- 
comfortable during a ride of over 100 
miles. If you're looking for a plusher 
seat with more padding, look into the 
K; the F's seat is for laying your buns 
across - no more. 

For stoppers the F uses 10.6 inch 
dual discs in front and a 11.7 inch disc 
in the rear. They do the job. 

For 1980 Honda upgraded their 
FVQ shocks from the units used on the 
1979 F. Last year’s suspenders offered a 
five setting spring preload; this year’s 
shocks have the five spring preload set- 
tings, three rebound damping set- 
tings and two compression damping 
settings - 30 different options in all. 
The first arrangement we used was the 
spring preload on soft, the rebound 
setting on two and the compression 
setting on one. This set-up gave a 
fairly soft ride, suitable for the city 
streets/highway/mountain tour we 
took. 

The second arrangement we used 
was one the owner's manual suggested 
for rougher terrain and/or two riders. 
The spring preload was set one stiffer, 
the rebound setting on three and the 
compression setting on two. We got a 
stiffer rider out of the rear end - a ride 
it seems could be gained from the 
spring preload alone. Either Honda 
has gone overboard with their shock 
options, or we couldn’t push the F 
hard enough to feel the slight differen- 
ces in suspension. 

The FVQ shocks are hooked up to a 
swingarm that uses needle bearings at 
the pivot point. The 1979 F employed 
bushings, but in 1980 Honda once 
again upped their quality.

Though plastic was used liberally on 
the F to reduce weight, another 
problem surfaced. The rear fen- 
der/license plate holder was crooked 
and did not center over the rear wheel. 
A few good tugs wouldn't straighten it 
out. It seems that when the piece was 
bolted on the right bolt pulled the unit 
to the right, where a metal piece 
wouldn't have. 

The only item Honda didn’t either 
leave the same or beef up from the 
1979 F was the chain. Instead of a 630, 
Honda went to a 530 O-ring 
replacement which, claims Honda, is 
strong enough for the F, is lighter and 
will give more miles for the money. 

The F gives 50-50 gas mileage. 
Three checks were made, giving 33.3, 
40.4 and 36.4 mpg with an average 
rating of 36.7 mpg. Honda isn’t giving 
away much motor despite EPA 
requirements - but the gas mileage 
isn't anything to brag about anymore. 
The checks were made through an 
assortment of riding at different 
altitudes. 

On one run we made with the F 
gloves had to be worn, which brought 
out both one good and one bad point 
about the bike. The good point was 
that the controls are easily workable, 
even with the clumsy gloves. The bad 
point was that when we reached for 
the gas petcock to switch to reserve, 
the lever was hard to get at and turn. 
We also realized that our hand was 
lying against the cylinder head while 
turning the lever; The two are very 
close. Luckily their close relationship 
was noticed with a warm glove instead 
of a blistered hand. 

We found the F's real environment 
was in the mountains through winding 
roads. A strong powerplant coupled 
with four 30 millimeter constant 
velocity carburetors aided with an ac- 
celerator pump produces the horses - a 
claimed 75 of them at 9000 rpm. The 
close ratio gearbox makes the power 
useable, as long as the bike is kept rev- 
ving. Good frame geometry makes the 
mount nimble and 5.5 inches of 
ground clearance lets one lean low in 
the turns. A progressive clutch gets 
things rolling and good brakes bring 
things to a halt. 

Honda defined what one segment of 
riders wanted and decided to please 
them. For those that wish to road race 
with a street-legal machine, the 
CB750F is the answer. It’s as if Honda 
matured through the “let’s please 
everyone” stage into the “if you're 
going to do it, do it right or not at all” 
attitude. Take heed: This time sis 
has done it right.

Harden charges to 
MRAN win

KANE SPRINGS, NV, JAN. 27 
Team Husky/Sportsman Cycle 
rider Scot Harden made it three 
in a row with a come-from- 
behind win in the 110-mile Mo- 
torcycle Racing Association of Nevada 
hare and hound put on by the Charg- 
ers West M.C. 

The win didn’t come easy for 
Harden as he had to overhaul Maico 
West/Vegas Cycle-sponsored Kevin 
Davis 20 miles from the finish. 

Davis showed a lot of heart by lead- 
ing nearly the entire race despite a cut- 
cast that wore painful grooves in his 
throttle hand. Kevin broke his wrist 
two weeks ago while dicing with 
Harden for the lead in the Moapa to 
Vegas race. 

When the banner dropped “Cousin” 
Chris Howard hammered the holeshot 
on his Team Valley Cycle YZ 250G. 
“Cousin” stayed on the gas and in the 
lead until the course jumped out of a 
sandwash and on to some bumpy cross 








grain that caught him off guard, result- 
ing in a spectacular sixth-gear endo. 

Kevin Welch took over the lead on 
the Can-Am Support Can-Am 370, 
with Davis’ 440cc Maico Megaform 
and Harden's Husky 390 CR in hot 
pursuit. Howard collected himself and 
was running fourth. 

Jamie Avels of 29 Palms, CA, 
brought his YZ 465G around next fol- 
lowed by second 250cc Rod Ahlstrom 
(Hon). Sam Bass pitted his Sportsman 
Cycle Husky 390 CR in seventh, first 
over 38. 

As the leaders pitted, Howard jetted 
through without stopping and retook 
the lead. They say lightning never 
strikes twice in the same place, but 
don't tell that to Chris as he crashed 
again on the same bump that bailed 
him on the first loop. 

Welch regained the lead but his 
pipe came adrift and Davis and 
Harden stormed by. 

Davis led by two minutes at gas two, 
but at gas three, the lead was cut by 
Harden to only 15 seconds. Welch re- 
mained in third while Howard, Avels 
and Ahlstrom pitted within seconds of 
each other. Howard exited first but his 
rear tire was flat and “Super Swede” 
Ahlstrom was in definite striking 











distance for the class lead with the 
roughest sections of the course yet to 
come. 

Harden passed Davis on a road and 
motored to the checkered unmolested. 
Davis was in too much pain to battle 
for the lead, and could barely hang on 
to the bike enroute to his second place 
finish. Welch garnered third overall, 
and keeps looking better every race. 

Howard, now hampered by a flat 
front tire as well, was scraping plastic 
with Avels for fourth overall through 
the last 30 miles. Avels made a last- 
ditch effort to pass Howard and crashed 
in the last ditch before the finish. 
Howard cruised in for fourth overall, 
first 250cc Expert. In full view of the 
spectators, Avels tried in vain to free 
his scooter which was jackknifed in the 
ravine. Finally his pit crew went out 
and got him going, but not before 
Ahlstrom pushed by for a gift fifth 
overall and a hard-earned second 
250cc Expert. Avels finished sixth, 
fourth Open Expert. 


Husky-mounted Chuck Rush left 
Benny Brown behind and finished 
seventh overall, third 250cc. Anthony 
Pasqualotto came from obscurity to 
eighth overall on his Vegas Cycle 
Maico 400. Sid Tarbett finished ninth 
overall and dropped Benny Brown and 
Bobby Davidson to 10th and 11th over- 
all, respectively. 

Sam Bass took another sip from the 
fountain of youth and pushed by Over 
30 class winner Chuck Grimsely at the 
finish.for 12th overall, first Over 38. 

Vegas Cycle owner Bill finished 16th 
overall, second in the Over 30 class, 
and won the motorcycle shop owner's 
bragging rights as he finished one spot 
ahead of Sportsman Cycle’s Casey 
Folks. 

Mel Chapman flogged his Suzuki 
RM all the way to finish 28th overall, 
first 125cc Expert. 

Danny Anderson was first Amateur, 
finishing 25th overall on a 250cc 
Husky. And in only his second race, 
Bob Sweet took the overall Novice win, 
finishing 45th overall on his 250cc 
Husky.

Balentine captures 
Sled Riders’ 
roving trophy

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 27 

KTM’s Bob Balentine showed 
no hesitancy as he flew along 
the Sled Riders Hare Scrambles 
course to take a resounding 
overall victory the last Sunday of 
January, even though he had to race 


through the same general area in 
which he received his broken pelvic 








bone last fall. l'wo former desert stars, 
Larry Roeseler and Terry Clark, moved 
through his dust into the second and 
third overall spots. 

A total of 350 riders were on the 
starting line (many of them behind pie 
plates). This group included 21 
trailbikes, primarily from the Novice 
and Beginner classes. “To Hell With 
Iran” was the start stamp placed on 
each tank card on the line and caused 
many smiles and positive responses. 

It took Balentine exactly 39 minutes 
to traverse the 38-mile loop the first 
time. His appearance sent’ the pit 
crews into a tizzy because no one was 
expecting the riders in for at least 
another eight to 10 minutes. 

Thirty seconds behind Balentine 
came the new Yamaha factory rider, 
Larry Roeseler, aboard his speedy 
Yamaha. In the third slot was a former 
trailbike rider who used to strike fear 
into the hearts of his fellow trail riders 
back in the early ‘70s. It was Terry 
Clark, the former H-D Baja 100 king. 
It was obvious that Terry’s long 
absence from the desert racing scene 
hadn't made him lose his talent for 
reading the terrain. 

Mike “Sizzlin’ Six” Sixbery, another 
desert racer with a supported ride 
from Yamaha, was through the pits in 
the fourth spot with Yamaha’s Bruce 
Ogilvie in fifth. 

Amateur 250cc rider Ed Pierce, Jr. 
was next in for gas followed by heavy- 
weight expert Ed Zarp. 

First “C” bike, in the ninth spot, was 
piloted by Amateur Tom Elias, who 
had moved ahead of C bike Expert 
ace, Charlie Hamill, after Hamill had 
had bike problems between third 
check and home. 


Amateur 250cc Charles Stearns and 
Mike Baker (250cc) were followed by 
Dan Smith (Open). Senior Morris 
Norman (Open) had managed to over 
take Bob Doig (Open), who had been 
the early leader in their class. First Vet 
250cc in for gas was Richard Jackson 
with Bill Elam close enough behind 
him to get sand blasted from Jackson's 
rear wheel momentum. 

c Senior, Gary Charters 
(celebrating his 41st birthday on this 
race day) found it impossible to beat 
the big bikes on this course as it 
basically pitted speed against speed. 
But he still was the first Senior C in for 
a pit stop. 

Fifteen-year-old Yamaha Trail- 
biker Bill Mattox, now an Expert, had 
a monsterous lead over the next Trail- 
bike (also a Yamaha) ridden by 
amateur John Stoffel, while Amateur 
Bobby Charters, aboard a Suzuki, was 
only three bikes behind Stoffel and 
nipping at his heels. 

Reliable Trudy Beck was first gal to 
make a pit stop. * 

Leading the Novice pack past home 
check off the first loop was 250cc rider 
Scott Hodgson. 

Back in the ranks a real battle had 
been raging between two Beginners for 
quite some distance. The battlers were 
two Trails, number 72T (13-year-old 
Daniel Pope of the Dusters) and 
number 73T (12-year-old David Duke 
of the Desert Vipers). For a couple of 
youngsters, these kids were really 
serious. Andy Cossio earned the first 
Beginner Trail honors while Duke slid 
by Pope for the second spot just before 
the checkered, leaving Pope in the 
third spot. 

The Novice Trail honors went to 
Mark Torgeson of the Barbarians with 
Robert Smith of the Desert Rats taking 
second.

The course was relatively dusty the 
first time around, but as the Amateurs 
and Experts began catching the 
Beginners and Novices riders, the dust 
situation became heavy. 

Roeseler had developed a flat tire 
shortly after he left the pits. Sixbery 
soon caught him, with the two of them 
switching their position numerous 
times. 

Sixbery got past Roeseler just as they 
rentered a section of very heavy dust 
on Soggy below Check Four. Sixbery 
hit one of those treacherous mounds 
near the edge of the lake, causing a 
spectacular dust cloud. By sheer will 
power alone, he got back on his bike 
and rode almost up to check four, but 
that was as far as he could manage. He 
had broken several fingers and 
possibly his hip. 

Meanwhile Balentine had extended 
his lead to ‘several minutes. It was a 
long wait as he sat in the finishers’ chute 
looking for the next rider to crest the 
hill. It was Roesler who flew in next, 
flat tire and all. 

Ogilvie was the next to come off the 
rock ledge and make a sweep around 
to the finish. Suddenly, however, from 
along the heavy concentration of 
Novice and Beginner riders still 
coming off their first loop, came a pie 
plater with all stops wide open, 
blowing past Ogilvie only a few feet 
before the checkered. It was Clark, 
coming in for the third overall finish, 
leaving the fourth spot for Ogilvie. 

Bill Saltzman earned the first Vet 
honors in the fifth overall slot followed 
by Zarp (Open). Dan Smith (Open) 
had moved into the top 10 behind 
Zarp, taking the first Amateur Open 
honors. Right behind him was the first 
Amateur 250cc, Pierce, chased by two 
more 250s, piloted by Baker and Chris 
Austin, 

Second Amateur Open honors went 
to Brett Howell. First Senior Open 
pilot was Norman, in the 16th spot, wa 
followed by three “C” machines 
guided by Elias, Cliff Thomas, and 
Hamill. 

In the 29th slot Charters once again 
moved ahead of all other Seniors 
except for Charters, but Zuber (Sr. 250) 
was right behind him past the 
checkered. 

The first Vet 250cc bike was 
straddled by Jim Bringhurst with 
fellow 250cc Vet racer, Dennis 
Rosenberg only three bikes back. 

First gal honors once again went to 
Beck with Lori Farmer only six slots 
behind. Mattox earned the first 
trailbike title with a “chip of the old 
block,” Bobby Charters, earning the 
Amateur Trail win. 

Lyle Palmer (Hwt) was the first 
Amateur Senior to cross the finish line 
while Senior Phillip Hendry took top 
honors in the 250cc class. 

First Novice honors were earned 
after a tight battle between two 250s, 
piloted by Geoffrey Niles and 
Hodgson. Two more 250s followed 
and were ridden by Roger Zela and 
‘Troy Moore, with C Novice pilot Larry 
Dysert nipping at their heels. 

Veteran 250cc Novice Joe 
Penoncello took the checkered next, 
followed by another 250cc Novice, 
Mitchell Berger. 

The next Novice to enter the 
finishers’ chute was the first 
heavyweight Jeff Reible followed by C 
biker Dave Chumney. e

Lowe thumps to

SUNNYMEAD, CA, JAN. 27 
The dark clouds that hung over 
DeAnza Cycle Park never let 
loose with the expected rain 
shower last Sunday, but their 
cover made it cool and kept the moto- 
cross track in good condition all day. 
In the Open Pro class, Matt Tedder 
of Suzuki of Pomona and DeAnza 
regular big-bore king Jim Lowe had a 
close one for the top money. At the 
start of moto one, Tedder was in front 
while Lowe and his L&L Cycle Honda 
thumper were in fourth behind Bob 
Broten (Yam) and Rob Tolleson (Yam).

But it was still anyone's race 
and Orescanin pushed his way back 
past Benavidez, who somehow got his 
foot caught in the Suzuki’s front 
wheel. He immediately dropped back 
out of the action, leaving the other 
three riders to go for it. Hoyt pulled a 
couple of bikelengths ahead, but Griewe 
moved up and a last lap mistake on 
Orescanin’s part cost him two places. 
At the finish it was Hoyt, Griewe, Scott 
Paschal (Yam), and Orescanin. Over- 
all, it read Griewe, Hoyt, Orescanin, 
Benavidez (who wound up seventh in 
the last round) and Paschal. 

In the high school combat, it was 
again Redlands that took the honors. 
This time the team hero was Tom 
Hodgin who pulled off convincing 
wins in both the 500cc Senior and 
250cc Intermediate classes. Runner- 
up in the 500cc class was Robert 
Robertson (Suz) of Arlington High 
while Ray Eberlin (Suz), also of Red- 
lands, backed up Hodgin’s win in the 
250cc class. Also carrying the team to 
victory were Kit Palmer (Suz) who 
tromped the 175cc Senior class, Cliff 
Walters (Yam) who took the Mini In- 
termediates and Eberlin who also 
raced and won the 100cc Intermedi- 
ate class.

Gardner storms to 
victory at MRA 
cross country

JACKSONVILLE, OR. JAN. 13 
Clark Gardner weathered a 
tropical storm to take an over- 
all win at the Motorcycle Riders 
Association’s cross country race 
held near Jacksonville, Oregon. Gard- 
ner, fitted with water skiing gloves, 
finished the rain-shortened race by at 
least a 10-minute margin over the 
second place finisher. 

The whole concept of this particular 
race was to give the riders a “real” 
cross country, one that they would long 
remember as being tough to complete. 
The original course layout would have 
been sufficient to reach that goal, but 
mother nature decided to help out. 
Seems as though there was a tropical 
storm moving onto the Oregon coast 
from Hawaii. Heaven knows that 
Oregon gets enough rain without 
receiving Hawaii's leftovers. 

It poured all day Saturday, much to 
the chagrin of the course lay out 
people. Saturday night showed no sign 
of relief and prospective riders awoke 
to the sound of rain Sunday morning. 
Many of the local rivers and streams 
raised to dangerous levels and what 
were usually small trickles turned into 
raging creeks. 

Eighteen brave riders turned out 
Sunday morning to do battle and 
when two of the favorites, Clark 
Gardner and Jow Stagg, showed up, 
the mood of the day was set as Stagg 
appeared wearing a skin diving mask 
and Gardner wore a water skiing vest! 

The riders lined up on the starting 
area awaiting the signal to attack the 
course. Most wouldn't have been so 
eager to leave if they had known about 
the secret new trail which lay just out 
of sight of the start and was built 
especially for this event. 


It took three men three days to blaze 
and clear this trail which was about a 
mile long; 5250 feet of which was 
down hill, And what about that 
missing 30 feet? It was there alright. 
Right at the bottom in the form of an 
uphill. That trail and especially the 
30-foot uphill really proved to the 
“real” in the phrase real cross country. 

Only one wreck occured at the start 
as an unidentified rider got a taste of 
what was in store for everyone. Stagg 





bolted ahead on his Yamaha with 
Gardner following close behind on his 
420 KTM. The other 15 riders 
followed and went out of sight. 

Usually the starting area gets boring 
at about this time as everyone waits for 
their riders to come through after their 
first lap. But this was no ordinary cross 
country. Some guy in a Ford LTD 
Sedan came screaming up the road, a 
road which four wheel drives had 
trouble making, and other than some 
beautiful full lock slides at about 30 
mph, the guy didn't have too much 
trouble. This masked man then pulled 
into the starting area, calmly put the 
car into park, and got out. The crowd 
had a new hero as mouths dropped in 
disbelief. 

Meanwhile, four miles and two 
steep downhills into the course, 
Gardner had a two minute lead over 
Stagg who was one and a half minutes 
ahead of Scott Coash. Coash had some 
trouble earlier on the new trail. The 
trail was only wide enough for one 
motorcycle at a time and passing was 
impossible. Coash was in front of a 
group of riders when the front wheel of 
his Husky dropped into a hole. Scott 
couldn’t get his wheel out of the hole 
and moving again. Meanwhile, a 
whole group of riders waited 
desperately to get by. So Coash calmly 
got off his bike, picked up the rear end 
and flipped his bike end over end to 
get out of the way. Behind Coash and 
in fourth place was the Oregon desert 
ace, Kirk Russell. 

In all, eight riders made it to the 
first check, which was after the new 
trail, in fairly good time. That left the 
other eight somewhere on the trail. 
Those eight riders were having trouble 
with mud and granite packing the 
chain and sprockets and thereby 
locking up the rear wheel. About every 
ten feet, the rider would have to stop, 
lift the back of the bike and try to free 
the wheel. And once the rider made it 
through the mud and forded several 
creeks, which weren't there when the 
trail was made, he then had to make 
the 30-foot hill at the bottom. 

The race was called at a lap and a 
half instead of the three that were 
originally planned. The first rider to 
come in was Gardner. About 10 
minutes later, Stagg came in. He had 
trouble with his rear brake and had to 
stop to make repairs on it.

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Assembly approves 
Trans-California Trail funding 


SACRAMENTO, CA, FEB. 4 


The Assembly has given its approval, by a vote of 59 to 14, to 
Assemblyman Bob Hayes’ bill appropriating $250,000 to study a 
network of off-highway vehicle trails running the length of California 


from Mexico to Oregon. 


“li am very pleased by the passage of AB 1620,” said the San 
Fernando Valley Republican. “Now we go to work on the Senate,” the 


next step for Hayes’ bill. 


If passed by the Senate and signed by the Governor, AB 1620 would 
be funded from the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund. No tax dollars are 
involved. The Fund receives monies from ORV registration fees, fines 
and a portion of the California gas tax. 


The door-slammer racing debut of 
King Kenny Roberts in the 24 Hours of 
Daytona last weekend was something 
less than spectacular. The car, a 
Pontiac, blew up on the opening lap 
while being driven by a teammate of 
Roberts. “I did this as a favor for 
Goodyear,” said a shivering Roberts 
inside his motorhome parked just 
outside the Daytona garage area. “We 
were running on shaved Goodyear 
street tires. I got in about 15 laps of 
practice and had fun doing it. Sliding 
that thing around the speedway is fun 
and is something you can't legally do 
on the streets. But the whole thing 
doesn't compare to motorcycle racing 
at all.” Roberts remained attired in his 
Simpson driving suit despite the fact 
that his car was out of the race. “This 
is the warmest thing I brought with 
me,” said the Californian, suffering 
from the freezing temperatures that 
Daytona attendees were enduring. 


The FIM’s Commission for 
Motocross and Trials commented 
on sites of the MXGPs at their 
annual meeting, and the following 
statements were made regarding 
our U.S. circuits: Carlsbad — Must 
be re-inspected. The speed of this 
circuit must be reduced. Mid-Ohio 
— In order. Official timekeeping 
must be provided. Unadilla — In 
order. Same as for (Mid-Ohio). 


The Commission for Motocross and 
Trials also plans to _ revise 
International Six Days Trial rules. 
Planned for 1981, six classes only will 
be run: 80cc, 125cc, 175cc, 250cc, 
500cc and over-500cc for four-strokes 
only. Also in "81, the ISDT will be 
promoted to World Championship 
status. ‘Lhe CMT rejected two 
proposals, one that would have 
reduced the maximum daily distance 
to 180 km. and another that would 








have eliminated the acceleration tests 
in order to allow starts of four or five 
riders. They also rejected a suggestion 
that the number of motocross (special) 
tests be increased to four per day of at 
least 4 km. in length each. Several 
changes are in store for the 1980 ISDT 
in France. At each time control, two 
synchronized clocks will be provided. 
CMT decided to amend article 
17.57.3 to read: “Riders exceeding the 
one minute allowance will be 
penalized by 10 points.” (Instead of 
50.) Another CMT decision deleted a 
100-point penalty from article 17.44.6 
which reads; “A driver will be 
penalized 100 points for every db(A) 
over the maximum noise limit 
following noise control tests at the 
final examination.” 


Observed Trials rules received 
attention from the FIM 
Commission for Motocross and 
Trials, too. The individual score 
card given to each participant must 
be used, effective Jan. 1, 1980. 
Bikes must be street legal. Late 
penalty points have been 
increased from 0.1 to 0.2 per 
minute late. 


Plans are being made to establish a 
125cc World Championship event for 
national teams along the same lines as 
the Trophee des Nations and the 
Motocross des Nations events. It won't 
happen until 1981 at the earliest, 
however. Wonder if we'll be able to get 
it together by then . . . 


Minimum weight requirements for 
motocross bikes in the 1980 World 
Championship Series are as 
follows: 125cc, 88kg. (193.6 tb.), 
250cc, 98 kg. (215.6 Ib) 500cc, 102 
kg. (224.4 Ib.) Riders in the 500cc 
class will be the best paid according 
to the new FIM prize money 








structure. Purse totals based on a 
40-rider field are 27,500 francs for 
the 125cc class, 29,700 for the 
250cc class and 33,500 francs for 
the 500cc class. All three have 
been increased from the former 
minimum prize money figure of 
25,000 francs. 


The country’s only female Pro Stock 
drag racer Vickie Farr and NMRA Pro 
Stock Champion Bob Carpenter have 
joined the gang at R.C. Engineering 
for the 1980 season. NMRA Top Fuel 
Champ Jim Bernard and bike builder 
Ron Teson have left the R.C. Engineer- 
ing group to join the Vance-Hines 
gang. Not only that, but Russ Collins 
has exhumed his incredible “Sorcerer” 
and has begun to rebuild the rear 
frame section to accept an even larger 
slick. Sounds like war... 


Danger’s over. Riders responded 
to the cancellation threat of the 
Mar. 1-2 Viewfinders Grand Prix, 
mentioned in a recent Latest Poop 
column, and the race is definitely 
on! 


The Florida Winter-AMA MX Series 
opened Feb. 3 in Orlando, and the 
winners are as follows: 125cc — Tom 
Benolkin (Hon), 250cc — Don “Killer”

Riders set records 
at 1st Jackson 
Creek Road Race

JACKSONVILLE, OR, JAN. 1 

It sounded like Laguna Seca or 
Daytona as Clark Gardner, Brian 
Peterson, and Louie Booth took 
top honors at the first ever Jack- 


son Creek Road Race held near Jack- 
sonville, OR. Actually this was no or- 
dinary road race. Instead of a pave- 
ment track, four cylinder super bikes 
and speeds of 180 mph, this road race 
had atwo-mile granite road, speeds of 
approximately 50 mph and any type of 
bike the rider wanted to bring. In fact 
the only resemblance between a real 
road race and the Jackson Creek Road 
Race was the name. 

The two-mile section of granite road 
runs uphill along a steep canyon which 
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Louie Booth set quickest overall time at Jackson Creek Road Race. 





contains Jackson Creek. The road con- 
nects a parking area called the granite 
pit and southwestern Oregon's most 
popular riding area, the hub of which 
is called Lilly Prairie. Everyone who 
rides here must ride up and down the 
road. 

But everyone doesn’t just ride the 
road, they race the road. Even the best 
of friends turn into fierce competitors 
just to see who can get to the top or the 
bottom the fastest. To add to the ex- 
citement, when coming down the road 
everyone turns off the motor and coasts 
to the bottom. As the song goes, “You 
don’t spit into the wind and you don't 
coast down the road with your motor 
on.” There are two reasons for this: 1) 
it's just more sporting to coast, 2) you 
can hear the uphill racers coming. The 
road is extremely steep and crooked, 
so it is impossible to see except from 
corner to corner. Needless to say, there 
have been many tragic collisions and 
near-misses on the road. By the same 
token, if a rider had a particularly bad 
run up or down, he uses the excuse 
that he thought he heard another bike 
coming. 

So this event was the dream of all 
the motorcycle riders in southern 
Oregon; that is, a clear road with no 
chance of meeting another rider on 
the road. It could only be compared to 
every motorcyclist's dream of riding on 
a golf course on a beautiful spring 
morning. 

The riders started at the granite pit 
at. 20-second intervals. As the bikes 
came screaming up the road, the 
riders working through the gears and 
the sound bouncing off the canyon 
walls, one could close his eyes and 
almost think he was at a real road race. 
The start went very smoothly. The 26th 
rider was a popular flattracker by the 
name of Dennis Poole. Dennis report- 
edly threw mud on the starting officials 
as he left the line. “God will get you for 
that,” the officials sabia under 
their breath as Poole went out of sight. 
About halfway up the road, Poole was 
punished for his sin. He overcooked it 
into a flat, decreasing radius turn and 
over the bank he went, holding a 
beautiful full lock slide all the way. 
Twenty seconds later, a popular moto- 
crosser, Morton Price went over the 
same spot in the bank before Poole got 
out. Morton even held the same full 
lock slide. Luckily, Poole was able to 
get out of the way and neither rider 
was hurt. It took six guys to get the 
bikes out of the brushy canyon and 





back onto the road. All the other riders 
made it up the hill safely, and waited 
their turn to coast back down. 

At the top the riders took off their 
chains so there would be less drag on 
the bike. Some of the riders showed 
some pretty strange riding styles 
coming down. Some bounced up and 
down on the machine, others thought 
that rocking back and forth would 
help to gain speed. Still others tucked 
in with the knee out around corners 
like Kenny Roberts. 

Anything went coming down. The 
rider could push his bike if he felt he 
was slowing down too much; he could 
even pick it up and carry it if he 
wanted to. He just couldn't start the 
motor. Ron Sutphin, best known for 
his trials riding, decided that his 
Montesa wasn't coasting fast enough so 
he jumped off to push. As soon as his 
feet hit the ground he immediately as- 
sumed a half-run, half-dragged position 
as he tried to catch up and remount 
his trusty bike. Many riders tried to 
dab the ground to gain more speed 
and: immediately found their foot on 
the rear fender and their nose on the 
crossbar of the handlebars. Coasting is 
very misleading. 

Eventually, everyone had their run 
and scores were computed. The fastest 
uphill run was turned in by Gardner 
who roared up the hill in 2:41. Clark 
rode a 420 KTM. Second fastest up 
was Louie Booth on a 250cc Suzuki 
with a time of two minutes and 42 
seconds. Fastest downhill was Brian 
Peterson. Peterson coasted the two- 
miles in four minutes and 22 seconds. 
Booth placed third downhill with a 
time of four minutes and 24 seconds. 
Booth’s high placings gave him fastest 
combined time with seven minutes and 
six seconds. 

It was a great event and next year 
the road will be clear once again, with 
no chance of meeting another rider 
going the other way. What will the 
riders of southern Oregon do until that 
time? They will live dangerously, take 
chances and practice for next year's 
race! e

SAN ANTONIO, TX, JAN. 13 
Kent Howerton showed up the 
day before the race to help the 
Dirt Bikers of San Antonio lay 
out a new track which included 
a double jump even he was unable to 
leap. On race day, however, after 
many a knobby had eroded the jumps, 
the “Rhinestone Cowboy” leaped his 
way over the “unjumpable” double 
humps to a perfect 1-1 ride in the com- 
bined 250/Open Expert class. 
Howerton’s Suzuki teammate, Brian 
Myerscough, destroyed the 125cc Ex- 
perts taking both moto wins while do- 
ing stylish reverse crrossups off the new 
double jump. Myerscough also rode 
the combined 250/Open Expert class, 
but remained Howerton’s understudy, 
taking second overall with a pair of 
second-place finishes. 


A wave of 125cc Expert ring-a-ding- 
dings came through the first turn of 
the first moto sideways. While Bryan 
Taylor (Yam) grabbed for the inside 
real estate, Brian Myerscough rocketed 
around the outside with Weldon “Rip” 
Riebschleager (Yam) and John Bersch 
(Hon) pancaked in between. Myers- 
cough dusted everyone through the 
next turn and left Rieschleager, Bersch, 
Taylor and others in his exhaust. 

Myerscough continued to be untouch- 
able for the duration of the moto. 
Taylor held second on the first lap, 
“Rip” and Bersch in tight formation 
with him. Tony Nesham (Hon), 
Russell Rogers (Suz) and Nicky Marsh 
(Suz) followed. Bersch put his Honda 
into second place for good on the 
second lap and left the others to fight 
for the remaining spots. 

Marsh catapulted to third place on 
lap three as Taylor fell back to last 
place somewhere in a back section. 
Myerscough continued to pull away 
and Taylor began once again to move 
his Yamaha/Moto-X Fox-sponsored 
monoshocker through traffic. Taylor 
held fourth place at the three quarter 
mark when he came around dragging 
what appeared to be the rear brake 
stay bar. He pulled off for a bit of 
quick pit work and got back into the 





race. Myerscough won by almost a full 
minute over second place Bersch. 
Riebschleager, Marsh, Rogers and 
Taylor followed. 

Riebschleager holeshot the second 
moto, beating out Taylor on the out- 
side line of the first turn. “Rip” missed 


a turn and had to double back to 
where he got off the track, taking sole 
possession of last place. Meanwhile, 
Bersch led lap one with a fast-moving 
Myerscough looking to set up for a 
pass as Taylor trailed in third. The 
next lap had a new leader, Myerscough, 
who rode the lead to the checkered 
flag. Bersch, Taylor and Riebschleager 
crossed the second moto finish line 
in that order and the overall went 
to Myerscough (1-1), Bersch (2-2), 
Riebschleager (3-4) and Taylor (6-2). 
Nicky Marsh found it tough finishing 
any better than fifth as he rode without 
a seat for most of the moto. 


San Antonio rider Mike Bradshaw 
(Hus) got the jump on the 250/Open 
Experts as he led the first moto start. 
Howerton, Dave Stutts (Yam) and 
Roger Brown (C-A) entered the first 
turn behind Bradshaw, but exited 
without Brown. Losing traction in the 
sweeping turn, Brown unloaded in 
traffic and was T-boned by Mike 
Meeks’ front wheel. Meeks got back up 
and into the race, but ringing bells kept 
Brown off his scooter and he called i ita 
day. 

Howerton had the lead by lap one 
with Bradshaw, Stutts, Joe K. Davis 
(C-A), Steve Cardwell (Hon), Brian 
Myerscough (Suz), Joey Balcom (Hus), 
Jerry Surber (Yam) and others on his 
trail. The “Rhinestone Cowboy” 
handled first place quite well from 
then on but Stutts took second place 
from Bradshaw just two laps later as 
Myerscough speeded toward the front. 

During lap four Myerscough closed 
on Stutts and Meeks (Hon) had charged 
from 15th place to 11th. 

In the second half of the moto, Stutts 
held off Myerscough in some super- 
tight racing until Myerscough got by 
on the white flag lap. Bradshaw rode 
fourth place but faded to Davis’ charg- 
es and finished fifth. Meeks pulled in 
at eighth place at the checker. 

Stutts and Howerton led the start of 
moto two with Bradshaw and Doug 
Paley (Hon) in tight formation immedi- 
ately behind them. On the first lap 
around the track, Stutts and Bradshaw 
weren't included in the lap charts — 
apparently having fallen in a back area. 

Lap one had Howerton in front fol- 
lowed by an inspired Meeks. Myers- 
cough, Davis, Cardwell, Charlie Mar- 
tin (KTM) and Paley were among the 
leaders on lap one. Myerscough took 
Meeks on the second lap and began to 
chase Howerton. Stutts began a long 
charge from back in 11th place which 
put him sixth by mid-moto. 

Howerton and Myerscough teamed 
their Suzukis to put untouchable times 

and distances on everyone while Meeks, 
Davis and Cardwell held spots three 
through five. Stutts was able to pick 








off Cardwell before the end of the moto 
and was knocking on Davis’ and Meeks’ 
back fenders as they crossed the check- 
er. The overall went to Howerton (1-1), 
followed by Myerscough (2-2), Davis 
(4-4), Stutts (3-5) and Meeks (8-3).

Afternoon practice followed the 
morning program as the Intermediates 
and Pros tested their equipment on a 
track that was plagued by a light mist 
that continued for the duration of the 
program. The goggle/vision problem 
had little effect on the quality of the 
racing because the racing was more 
exciting each time the gate hit the 
ground. 

In 125cc Intermediate action red 
rocket ace Rodney Wigginton (Hon) 


' blasted the troops with a pair of moto 


wins. Wigginton was flawless as 
Rodney Wallace (Hon) came back in 
the second round to finish second. 
“Terrible” Tim Butler (Yam) dropped 
to third (after a second in round one) 
when Wallace slipped by in the decid- 
ing second round, 

Randy “Fluid Form” Sullivan (Suz) 
dominated the 125cc Pro action by 
taking a pair of wins. Sullivan came 
from behind to win in round one as 
early leader Mike Brownlee (Suz) 
faded and later took a soil sample 
dropping him to fifth. In his second 
Pro effort Greg Fouts (Yam) came 
from behind in round one to take 
second behind Sullivan. In round two, 
Sullivan was out front early with Fouts 
testing turf (he later DNF with a fray- 
ed throttle), Brownlee had problems 
also, as Ronald Dawson (Suz) came back 
from his first moto third to finish 
second behind the fleeing Sullivan who 
was racing by himself most of the day. 











Overall it was Sullivan, Dawson, Chris 
Swank (Hon), Fouts and Brownlee 
after two rounds of topsy turvy racing 
action. 

The best race of the day took place 
in round one of the 250cc Pros. Kirk 
Spencer (Yam) led as Monte Anderson 
(Yam) applied the pressure. With four 
laps gone, Anderson slipped by only to 
be repassed by Spencer before the lap 
ended. Anderson forced his way back 
by again only to be repassed with one 
lap remaining. As the checkers came 
out there was less than one second 
separating the pair of speedsters with 
Spencer holding the edge over 
Anderson, Jim Thomas (Hon) a distant 
third. In round two, Spencer got away 
early as Anderson was left to work 
traffice. In the ten-lap moto, 
Anderson closed the gap, but Spencer 
never really felt pressured until the 
final lap. Spencer held on to win with 
Anderson a close second, Dennis 
Goodson (Suz) moving up to third and 
Jim Thomas (Hon) holding on for 
fourth overall.

McGraw came back in the second 
round to unseat first round winner 
Wayne Rattliff (Yam) who managed a 
fourth in round two for second overall. 
Tony Sallegos (Mai) put his red bike in 
third in both rounds for a consistent 
third with Don Lackey (Yam) fourth 
overall. 

Monte Anderson (Yam) pushed 
himself and his cycle to their limits in 
the Open Pro race. After a second in 
round one behind Kirk Spencer 
(Yam), Anderson rebounded to unseat 
Spencer in the opening laps of moto 
two. The pair sped away from the field 
with less than a second separating 
them. Anderson was unable to slip 
away though. Finally, with four laps 
remaining, Spencer slipped down 
while pressuring Anderson, allowing 
Anderson a cushion to last the 
duration. Overall it was Anderson, 
Spencer, Rickey Kidd (Yam), and Joe 
Smith (Yam) making it a sweep of 
“yellow birds.”

Elmer Morgan (Yam) topped the 
Over 30 Experts with a 3-1 
performance. Morgan made a last lap 
pass that left Dudley Gage (Yam), who 
led most of the race, in second. Pete 
Perry (Suz) was third after surviving a 
second turn pile up that claimed first 
round winner Gary “Lead Foot” 
Chandler (Mai) who ended up sixth 
overall.

The afternoon practice was crowded

D-37 response 


While reading the Jan. 23 issue of 
Cycle News, I came across an article 
entitled “A decade of desert racing” 
written by Bill Elam. The first half of 
the article was good nostalgia. 

The second half really stirred me 
up. These items have been discussed in 
various forms at District 37 Sports 
Committee meetings for the last 
couple of years. (The Sports Commit- 
tee consists of two representatives from 
each of the 50 clubs within the district.) 
I will attempt to deal with his 
proposals as best I can. 

1.) At the October 1979 Sports Com- 





mittee meeting I introduced a rule 
change governing the duration of sum- 
mer races, The debate was heated and 
extensive. The main item was that the 
clubs do not wish to be regulated. It 
was felt that regulation for a bad run 
should be in the form of poor entry the 
following year. As for a BLM contact, 
we have a BLM coordinator who deals 
with BLM problems. 

2.) District $7 is a tax-exempt organ- 
ization. We are governed by very strict 
rules laid down by the IRS. One limita- 
tion is that no political action be taken 
by District 37 as a group. This is not to 
be confused with our legal defense 
activities. 

3.) Newletters are a splendid way to 
reach our membership. Presently, we 
are involved with AMA in the Desert 
Watch. It isa newsletter dealing with 
land use and the BLM. We have the 
minutes of all our meetings sent to all 
the clubs in D-37. A newsletter sent to 
individuals would be too costly and the 
only way to defray this cost would be to 
increase race card fees. In response to 
the Beatty-to-Vegas race and the B-to- 
V trail ride, D-37 has only one position: 
We are dedicated to support our mem- 
ber clubs. There is no way we could 
support the trail ride. Should we have 
supported it, the trail ride could only 
have been construed as “organized.” 

4.) The public relations coordinator 
of D-37 is now Dennis Rosenburg. He 
will be addressing all of our advertising 
and membership problems.

I will definitely be contacting my local 
representatives. 

But, there is a chance that the over- 
ride will fail. It is imperative that we 
continue to comment upon the Draft 
Plan. Failure to do so will leave us un- 
protected should the override fail. It 
will not be easy, but we must work on 
both issues at the same time. 

If you haven't done anything yet, I 
hope you will join me in supporting 
Mr. Hayes.

There are two stark realities facing those who 
aspire to wearing the AMA Grand National 
Championship/ Winston Pro Series crown: 
The first is winning the title and the’second is 


holding onto it. Winning is very hard, but

Mert Lawwill went into the 
decade of the seventies with the 
crown, but in short order it was 
Gene Romero’s and then Dick 
Mann's. Mark Brelsford didn’t even 
get a chance to defend his title; an 
accident saw to that. Kenny Roberts’ 
reign was a strong one, but when his 
machinery let him down Gary Scott 
was there to tumble the throne. For 
better or worse Scott's factory-won and 
privateer-defended title went to Jay

31 events (counting the ‘Houston 
Nationals) - the most ambitious season 
ever. The Winston folk have upped 
their involvement from $100,000 to 
$125,000 in point fund money which 
translates to $30,000 for winning both 
legs of the series. 

What do we have to look forward to? 
Plenty. Perhaps the year will present 
us with another rider as engaging and 
daring as Scott Parker. Perhaps Scott 
Parker will be even more Scott Parker 
than he was last year. Perhaps we will 
start the decade with a hell-fire raising 


season. Perhaps Steve Eklund will run 
away to his second title. Perhaps it will 
be Randy Goss. Perhaps Jay 
Springsteen will win his fourth and 
add enough National victories to his 
career total to become the all-time 
leader. Perhaps. 

One thing is for certain, Eklund 
faces a much tougher fight this season. 
A full frontal attack from no less than 
five challengers should be expected. 
Springsteen, Goss, Morehead, Kidd 
and Parker all want a piece of 
Eklund's hide. 








The champ 

The more things change, the more 
they remain the same. That would 
seem to sum up the thrust of Steve 
Eklund. Eklund, who was the first 
privateer in 16 seasons to win the 
crown, isn’t about to give it up without 
a fight and if there is one thing about 
Zanotti Enterprises - Eklund’s sponsor 
-it is that they know how to fight. 

Mario Zanotti, Eklund’s mentor, 
has honed the skills of battle on the 
Winston Pro Series circuit to a science. 
His program takes on all the aspects of 
a military campaign in both tactics 
and deployment. 


“Why change anything? Why mess 
with a winning combination?” noted 
Eklund when questioned on his plans. 
“Jim Belland will continue to build the 
engines, plus Tom Hassler will do my 
short trackers. I'll have Craig Fillmer 
with me again on the road and we'll 
continue to use the Chicago area as a 
base. Fresh engines will still be air 
freighted in when I’m in the East. On 
the sponsorship end, Castrol will again 
be backing me.” 


The defeat of a ruling to outlaw the 
use of special metals like titanium was 
a victory for Zanotti Enterprises. 
Zanotti, without a doubt, has the 
largest pool of talent of anyone to call 
on for help. Over a dozen unsung and 
unnamed people help out with all sorts 
of things from machining to welding 
to fabricating to advising on problems 
and anything else that needs to be 
done. Zanotti thinks space age ideas 
and the ability to use any metal ob- 
tainable to get the job done is a 
favorite of his. 


Eklund was quietly himself when 
asked about his title defense and the 
coming season. “I've been giving it a 
bit of thought lately,” he said. “I 
believe it will be another tough year, 
but that I can hold onto the title. The 
key will be whether Jay is healthy. If he 
is, then it will be a real battle. Randy 
Goss will be one to keep an eye on also. 

The first half of the year could be 
anyone's ballgame, but the second leg 
will tell the story and it will probably 
be me, Jay and Randy going for it. My 
biggest plus is in my program. It’s 
strong and that’s what you have to 
have to survive - and win.” 

If there is a weakness in Eklund it 
must be that he is not a gambling 
man. The safe, practical road seems to 
suit him. He can’t be faulted for that 
since it notched him a fourth, fifth 
and second place in the final standings 
before his title. 

Machinery wise, Eklund’s program 
remains basically the same. He will 
have a pair of Harley-Davidson 
XR750's plus a spare engine, a Yamaha 
short tracker, a Yamaha TT500 for 
certain TT events and a Triumph 750 
for others, with his Yamaha 750 as 
back-up. That's a formidable arsenal. 

“We'll probably be working right up 
until sign-up time at Houston. Every 
season seems to start that way.” 


The challengers 

As Steve Eklund says, “The key will 
be whether Jay is healthy. If he is, then 
it will be a real battle.” Springsteen 
feels the same way. Elsewhere in this 
article is an interview with the three- 
time Winston Pro Series champ in 
which he assesses his title chances and 
talks about his problems. 

Few people would have given Ran- 
dy Goss any chance of being a 
challenger right down to the end last 
season except Goss, his family and 
friends. But he was and if ever there 
was a rider trying - and succeeding - to 
prove his worth it was Goss. 


That persistence paid off and Goss 
will go into this season wearing the fac- 
tory colors of Harley-Davidson, joining 
Springsteen as Milwaukee's one-two 
punch. 











This time Goss will have the 
privilege of enough machinery, parts 
and time to go with his mental drive. 
Strangely, this may work against him. 
He still spends nearly every waking 
hour of each day in some endeavor 
aimed at honing his body, mind or 
riding skills. He still wears what some 
would call his “race face” and hasn't 
taken it off since the end of last season. 

Going from nearly total control of 
all work done on his bikes to the fac- 
tory/union prospect of having very lit- 
tle to do physically on the bikes may 
upset his rhythm. However, Goss has 
shown that he can adapt. 

The roughness of style he displayed 
in his first seasons is gone. Goss is not a 
natural talent, but he is the hardest 
worker around and is strong in all 
phases of doin’ it in the dirt. 

“I hope to be in there until the end,” 
said Goss. “I want to be champion. 
That’s what everything I do is aimed 
toward.” 

Mike Kidd has a hard act to follow. 
The eight year veteran is in his, second 
season of Army sponsorship and 
coming off his strongest season yet - 
three National wins and a fifth place 
finish in the Winston Pro Series stan- 
dings - a scant three points out of four- 
th. 

This year Kidd is set to take a page 
from Steve Eklund’s book on how to 
win the championship. “I plan to use 
Indianapolis as my race headquarters 
this season,” said Kidd. “Storme Win- 
ters will continue to build my engines, 
but will stay in California and air 
freight fresh engines to me. “I'm 
hiring a mechanic to go to the races 
with me to help out. 

“As far as equipment goes it will be 
Harley-Davidsons on the miles and 
half miles,” continued Kidd. “I've got 
a choice of a Harley or Honda short 
tracker, Last season I only scored 11 
points in the TT’s so that’s where I've 
made a change. My former sponsor, 
Big D of Dallas (Texas) has built me a 
Triumph and I think I should be able 
to improve considerably.” 

Initially, Kidd was to also have a full 
scale road racing program which 
would - hopefully - add a worthwhile 
amount of points to his Winston Pro 
Series tally. It appears now that the 
logistics of making events which run 
on dirt track National weekends and 
the cost of fielding a competitive effort 
have put an end to the plans. Still, 
Kidd has his eyes on finding a ride in 
at least two or three road races. 

Kidd has added Bel-Ray to his spon- 
sorship package in addition to Army. 
“The Army people were really pleased 
with my performance last year. This 
season should be even better. I feel 
that I probably have my best ever 
chance of grabbing the champion- 
ship.” 

“I plan to be there when the last 
checkered flag falls,” Kidd says con- 
fidently. 

Should August come in May this 
year, Steve Morehead will be one of 
the happiest persons around. You see 
Morehead is a notoriously late starter, 
but when he catches fire he really bur- 
ns. A late season charge in 1978 ear- 
ned him a spot on the Harley- 
Davidson factory squad. The same 
style late charge in 1979 was a factor in 
costing him his H-D ride. The charge 
was brilliant, but it was too late. “If I 
could get the AMA to start the season 
in August,” Morehead said last year, 
“there's no doubt that I could be 
champ.” 

Still smarting after his dismissal 
from Harley, Morehead figures he has 
a score to settle. With backing from 
Horton Company, a firm that builds 
ambulances, and KK Motorcycle Sup- 
ply, Morehead is set to give everyone a 
run for the money. He will team up 
with Doug Sehl to ride Sehl's 
monoshock XR750’s. 


What about Springer? 


For Jay Springsteen, the role of challenger instead of champ is a position he 
hasn't been in since 1976. 1979 ts a year that he, tuner Bill Werner and Harley- 
Davidson Racing Team boss Dick O’Brien would like to forget. 

The year began on a bad note with injuries and sickness at Houston and then 
got worse. Because of sickness - diagnosed variously as a viral infection, nervous 
tension and other medical terms for what was a gut wrenching stomach problem 
- Springsteen missed two more Nationals during the year. Add to that a crash at 
the Castle Rock TT which tweaked his shoulder, and you have the making of an 


off year. 


Healthy, Springer and Eklund are the two greatest dirt trackers on the track 
today. Mario Zanotti, Eklund’s sponsor summed tt up best when he said, “Steve 
and Jay make themselves relevant. Each brings the other to the highest level of 
ability. Where would either be if they did not have one another to race against?” 

That Springsteen wants his title back is certain. Can he do it? He thinks so, 
but he is still baffled by the uncertainty of a sickness that has bothered him since 
late 1978 (the final Ascot National, to be precise). Springer never was much of a 
talker and still isn’t. His answers are short, but he says'a lot. 


Can you regain the championship? 
Yes. If my health stays good, I don't 
think there is any problem. 

What is your condition - healthwise - 
right now? 

Honestly, I don’t feel 100 percent. 
Whatever is wrong with. me is still 
bothering me on and off. I still don't 
know what the heck it is. About every 
four weeks I seem to get sick to my 
stomach, I mean really sick to my 
stomach. 

What do the doctors say? 

I've been to a lot of different doctors 
and even the Mayo Clinic and nobody 
seems to be able to come up with 
anything. I don’t quite understand it. 
It bothers me a lot that they can't 
come up with a diagnosis of what I 
have or tell me how to cure the 
problem. 

What’s the next step? 

Since I'm still getting sick, I guess the 
next step is to see another doctor and 
maybe he can find out what is wrong. 
How often did you race sick last 
year? 

There were times when I felt really 
good, but there were more times when 
I felt bad and still raced. I raced sick 
most of the year. That’s not an excuse, 
just a fact. The bad thing about being 
sick and not really knowing what to do 
is that it drives Bill (Werner) and O.B. 
(Dick O’Brien) even more crazy than it 
does me. 

Have you ever thought of flying to 
the races or other things to take some 
of the pressure off you? 

Sure. I've thought of a lot of things. 
Flying to the races is one thing. It 
would definitely take a lot of the 
pressure off. If the problem is caused 
by nerves as some say then maybe it 
would help. I just don't know. 


Let’s talk about this year. Will 
Eklund be the toughest challenge? 
He's got the title so he’s the man to 
beat. It won't be easy because he has a 
very good program and he is very 
tough. 








What about your new teammate at 
Harley-Davidson, Randy Goss? 
Randy will be competitive. He's a real 
good rider. The biggest problem for 
him will be getting his program 
together right from the start. Riding 
for the factory will take some adjust- 
ment from his program last season. 
Steve Morehead? 

I don’t know. He could have a good 
program with Doug Sehl taking care of 
his machines. I'll wait and see if he can 
make it through a full season with 
Doug. 

Mike Kidd? 

I've never had too much fear of him. 
Scott Parker? 

Scotty is tough. I like to race with him 


because he enjoys racing so much. He’ 


rides to win all the time. He's got a lot 
of help this year and that, plus his en- 
thusiasm, makes him a threat all the 
time. 

How do you see the chase for the title 
shaping up? 

Its hard to say, really. It could be a 
full scale battle, at least early on. Ac- 
tually, I guess it will be a battle bet- 
ween two guys - myself and Steve. 
That's probably the way it will be. 
What about Houston? 

I sure didn’t do too well there last year. 
Doing good at Houston depends on 
how your luck is running. Hopefully, 
mine will be much better than last 
time. 

Is it a handicap riding the XR750 on 
the TT course at Houston? 

Yes. I'd have to say that we are at a 
disadvantage with the guys who are 
riding 500’s. No doubt about it. Hey, 
if 1 were riding a 500 at Houston 
everyone would be in trouble. 

What about Harley’s short tracker? 
We don't have any problem. The 
Harley is competitive with everything. 
You have to ride it hard, but that is 
the name of the game. 

Is there any doubt in your mind that 
if you hadn’t been sick last season 
that you would still be the champ? 
No doubt in my mind at all. 
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Ted Boody, shown here on his way to winning last year’s Houston Short Track ahead of Eklund (11), Goss (13) and Scott (5), is a force to be reckoned with in 198 


“Doug can build very fast, reliable 
engines. The monoshock chassis has 
been through a year of testing on the 
track and Doug feels that all the bugs 
are out. He has been working all win- 
ter on the engine/chassis combination 
and I believe that we will surprise 
quite a few people.” 

Morehead will be Harley mounted 
for all events. If there is a weakness in 
his program it is in TT and short track 
where he scored a scant 21 points in 
seven Nationals. He is committed to 
bettering that this season. 

“I wanted to road race to pick up 
extra points to offset my TT and short 
track riding, but it seems that it is now 
an unrealistic idea since the expense is 
really prohibitive. I'm looking for a 
ride at Daytona and a couple of other 
road races where they don’t clash with 
the schedule.” 

Can Morehead climb all the way to 
the top? “I intend to make life hard for 
everybody. When the season ends, 
they'll know Steve Morehead was 
there.” 

Without doubt, Scott Parker was 
the most exciting rider on the 1979 
Winston Pro Series circuit. His wide 
open style won him many admirers 
among both fans and competitors. 
Although rough around the edges 
when the season started, he soon 


smoothed out and posted two National 
wins, a pair of second place finishes 
and a third place ride on route to 
Rookie of the year and 10th in the 
final standings. 


Another product of Flint, 
Michigan, Parker could well be the 
leader of the new wave of the "80's. 
Like his Michigan predecessors, he is 
more at home on cushion tracks and 
high speed miles than on a TT, short 
track or half mile groove. At the age of 
18, Parker has a long road ahead of 
him and appears to want to hustle 
along it as fast as he can. That spells 
hard times for everyone. 

Rick Toldo, sponsor, tuner, driver, 
back slapper and occasional butt 
kicker, will again be behind Parker as 
will Klotz/Wiseco. Dick O'Brien of 
Harley-Davidson thinks enough of the 
kid that factory help could be looked 
upon as that to a third member of the 
team. Needless to say, he will be 
Harley mounted in all events. 

“Larry Shafer, who built my 
DuQuoin and Indianapolis Mile win- 
ning engines will be doing plenty of 
work again this year. Rick, the folks at 
Cummings H-D, and others will be 
doing the other bikes plus I'll have 
help from the factory.” 

“I've been doing some running 


lately and other exercises to increase 
my strength. It's going to be a long 
season. 

Parker's biggest problem right now 
is that he also needs to concentrate on 
school books so that he can graduate 
in the spring. 

The rest of the best 

“You can tell everyone that they 
haven't heard the last of Gary Scott,” 
chuckled Scott when asked his plans 
for the year. “I feel that my program 
and myself are in better shape than 
they have been in the past few seasons. 
Im confident that I can regain my 
consistency and give everyone a run for 
the money. It’s a little foolish to 
predict anything at the beginning of 
the season except to say that I think 
things will be pretty much the same as 
a last year with the exception that I in- 
tend to be pushing everyone a lot har- 
der.” 

Scott is looking for a road racing 
sponsor to add to his Jack Sisemore 
Traveland/KK Motorcycle Supply 
backing. Like Kidd and Morehead, 
Scott sees the amount of road races too 
tempting to pass up since even three or 
four points per event could mean a big 
difference in the final standings. 

“I’m working on my own equipment 
right now although I'll have help 
throughout the year from various 


people. I know I can build a strong, 
reliable mount. What I need to do is 
work in a few more horses.” Scott will 
ride Harleys for all but TT and short 
track where he will be Triumph and 
Ossa mounted. 

The younger half of the racing Scott 
family, Hank Scott almost didn’t have 
a program for this year. “Things 
weren't going along too well for me af- 
ter I split from Carl (Patrick),” said 
Scott. “Then all of a sudden I went 
from no sponsors to more than I could 
ask for. It was amazing. 


“Sal Acosta will be handling every- 
thing but my short tracker. He'll 
have a lot of help from Jerry Branch of 
Branch Flowmetrics on my Harleys. 
Sal's Triumph should do the work at 
the TT's. Gary Chaplin of RPM is 
doing my short track machinery.” 

On the sponsorship side of things, 
Scott qualifies for the Longest List 
Award. Heading the package are the 
producers of On Any Sunday II with 
Jack Sisemore Traveland as Scott's 
other major sponsor. “Don’t forget 
MXL, Lubri-Tech, KRW, Shell 
Thuet, Harley-Davidson, Barnes 
Wheels and Magura levers,” said 
Scott. 

“I was a late starter last year, this 
season watch out.” 











Rick Hocking returned to the top 
ten last year after putting in a solid 
season. Hocking capped 1979 with a 
win in the Santa Fe Short Track 
National - his fourth career victory. 


Yamaha has chosen Hocking for 
factory backing at all TT and short 
track Nationals. Hocking scored 82 of 
his 124 total points in those two 
divisions. 

It appears as of this writing that 
Hocking will continue his association 
with Chris Armstrong/H-D of Las 
Vegas/Spartan Trucking, his sponsors 
of last season on the miles and half 
miles. 

Hocking is a charger and a 
manhandler - the rougher the track 
the more fun to ride. He has never 
quite fulfilled the promise that he 
showed in the mid ‘70's. Perhaps this is 
the year. 


Corky Keener doesn't like to be left 
out of the top ten. With the exception 
of 1976 when he broke a leg, Keener 
has been collecting points top ten style 
since 1974. He sees this season no-dif- 
ferently. 

“Tve got a good program although 
it could be better, but then everything 
could always be better. Al Stangler, 
vho tuned for me last year, will again

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prepare my bikes at the Harley- 
Davidson factory at the beginning of 
the season. From there on it will be me 
who does the majority of maintenance. 

“I look for a good season. I was close 
a couple of times last year, but had 
some really bad luck. I need to get 
back into the winning groove.” 

Don’t count “Mr. Dirt” out at any 
time. 

There are plenty of others who 
deserve mention. Ted Boody spent a 
good part of last year healing from a 
road racing accident in June. He came 
back strong in the final events of the 
season, but still has problems with his 
knees from the accident. Boody will 
continue his sponsorship from Arai 
Helmets for the coming season. 


Terry Poovey picked up his second 
and third career wins last season on 
the half miles at Columbus and The 
Meadows, aboard Doug Sehl prepared 
machines. This year “Pooh Bear” will 
be backed by Jack Sisemore Traveland 
and Bel-Ray, aboard a Harley he 
bought from Mert Lawwill. Look for 
his brother, Teddy, to be handling the 
wrenches. 

Ricky Graham’s charge ended at 
mid-season when he ran out of parts 
and machinery. He charged through 
the final half aboard borrowed bikes 











and still managed to finish in a tie ~ 
with Poovey - for 13th. This year 
Graham has picked up Klotz/Wiseco 
sponsorship and will have Tex Peel 
building and tuning his bikes. 

Scott Pearson’s backing from Harley- 
Davidson West came to an end at the 
close of the 1979 season. Pearson is 
currently putting together a sponsor- 
ship package. 

Billy Labrie made his first serious 
attempt at running the Winston Pro 
Series last season and finished 18th 
overall although he ran only about 
half of the Nationals. Mother Flet- 
cher's H-D will again back Labrie. 

Garth Brow will be aboard machin- 
ery built and tuned by Jimmy Clarke. 
Brow is currently !ooking for sponsor- 
ship after losing his backing by 
Klotz/Wiseco. Despite hot and cold 
performances, Brow is rated by many 
to be one of the best mile riders 
around. On good bikes, such as Mert 
Lawwill’s in 1978, he proved why. 

Sure-Fire Distributing has put 
together a four rider effort led by 1978 
Rookie of the Year Lance Jones. Carl 
Patrick will be tuning his mile and half 
mile bikes. Woody Kyle will do his 
short trackers. Look for Jones to make 
his strongest showing to date. 

Joining Jones will be Steve Freeman 
who is out to make a dent in the 
Harley-Davidson armor. Freeman will 
be riding a Ducati Desmo 750 dirt 
tracker under the backing of Bill Eply 
with Dennis Harris doing the tuning. 
“I feel that a lot of people will be sur- 
prised when they see how well the 
Ducati runs,” said Freeman. 

Two Rookie of the Year candidates - 
Gene Church and Rick Farrington - 
round out the squad. Church will be 
aboard Tilly's H-D backed machinery 
while Farrington will have the backing 
of Cox H-D. 

Gene Romero will concentrate on 
road racing, but will ride in all Win- 
ston Pro miles and selected half miles 
aboard machinery sponsored by Busch 
Beer. He will probably be mounted on 
Mert Lawwill prepared machinery. 
Although having lost his taste for 
half miles, Romero still gets the gas 
on. 

There are many others who have 
shown promise or are long time com- 
petitors like Tommy Duma, Ronnie 
Jones, Phil McDonald, Bubba Rush, 
Jackie Mitchell Alex Jorgensen, 
Brad Hurst, Joe Wilson, Tom Berry, 
Mickey Fay, Keith Ulicki, Rickey 
Campbell, Scott Drake, Billy Schaef- 
fer and others. They and many more 
all ride hard. 


The Rookies 


The new riders are always the hard- 
est to preview. The switch from Junior 
to Expert division is like night and day 
to the majority. To some it is a rude 
awakening, to others it is their cup of 
tea. For this reason, we will take a 
close look at the rookies after Houston. 

Those who bear watching - and this 
is a selective list based on performance 
in the AMA Eastern/Cen- 
tral/Western Regional Champion- 
ships - should be Bob Crabbe, Gene 
Church, Bubba Shobert, David 
Jones and Jeff Haney. There are 
others, but these five topped their 
respective divisions. 

The road racers 

It is rather strange that now when 
there are enough road races scheduled 
to make racing a somewhat profitable 
proposition, a vast majority of riders 
are heading for Europe on either a full 
or part time basis. Certainly Daytona 
will pull everybody out of the wood- 
work, but after that look for an 
exodus. 

Two-time 500cc World Champion 
Kenny Roberts will be out to give 
everybody hell at Daytona and at least 
two selected Nationals during the 
year. King Kenny just may choose to 











~ field a 500cc mount from his Yamaha 


factory stable for Daytona. Based on 
his showing at last year's Sears Point 
National aboard the 500, King Kenny 
should be a threat. 

1979 Daytona 200 winner Dale 
Singleton is heading for the World 
Championships with backing from a 
French carpet firm, Berry Tuft. Ran- 
dy Mamola has been signed by Suzuki 
of Great Britain Suzuki Japan's 
racing arm - to a contract. Skip 
Aksland is also set to spend a full 
season in Europe. 

Others heading across the pond in- 
clude Freddie Spencer who will run 
for the 250cc World Championship 
when his Honda duties don’t conflict. 
Rich Schlachter, West Cooley, John 
Long, Roberto Pietri are also set to 
go. 
Gene Romero has backing from 
Busch and will race all the Winston 
Pro Series Nationals. David Aldana 
will probably do the same. Romero 
and Aldana will probably also race in 
some European events. 
` Ron Pierce, Steve McLaughlin 
and Freddie Spencer will be Honda's 
spearhead in the Superbike class with 
Pierce and Spencer also riding in 
the Formula One events if they receive 
machinery. 

Wes Cooley will lead the Yoshimura 
Suzuki effort while Eddie Lawson will 
ride as Kawasaki's only fully backed 
representative. Familiar faces David 
Emde and Harry Klinzmann will also 
be around. 

And what of Mike Baldwin? His 
leg is still healing. He has on order or 
in hand at least one Yamaha TZ500 
which he would like to race in Europe. 
Baldwin has plenty of offers, but his 
schedule depends upon how quick he 
can be back in shape to ride. He may 
well spend more time racing in the 
U.S. than across the pond. 

The change of formula in road 
racing from F750 to Formula One 
rules - unrestricted 500cc 2- 
strokes/restricted 750cc 2- 
strokes/ 1025cc" 4-stroke - has opened 
the door to enough different 
machinery that we are basically star- 
ting all over in the road racing game. 

The door is open for a new crop of 
U.S. road racers to make their work. 
The tracks 

Of the 31 Winston Pro Series 
Nationals to be run, six are at new 
facilities. Of those six, two have hosted 
Nationals in the past. The following is 
a rundown of the tracks and a few 
notes. 

The two short track Nationals will 
be hosted at the Houston Astrodome 
and at Santa Fe Park in Hinsdale, 
Illinois. Both events have been on the 
schedule for years. 

There are five TT Nationals with 
each facility having hosted events in 
past seasons. The Houston Astrodome 
kicks off the TT’s. It is a man-made 
course, very tight and demanding. 
Santa Fe Park's TT course is wide 
open, but also features a tight infield 
portion. One rider once said that 
Castle Rock is a track where the fence 
protects the riders from the spectators. 
The track contains no jump and favors 
riders from the Northwest rather than 
outsiders, 

Ascot always seems to produce good 
races. The track is more of a sweeping 
one than a tight, structured course. 
The PeoriaTT is the only “natural” 
TT course on the circuit. Making use 
of the terrain in an amphitheater, the 
track requires good handling, good 
braking and power. It is definitely not 
a 500cc track. 

The seven miles’ -Sacramento, San 
Jose (twice), DuQuoin, Indianapolis 
(twice) and Syracuse each have dif- 
ferent personalities although each is 
supposed to be 5280 feet around. 
Syracuse is the fastest, this is due 
mainly to the damp and overcast con- 
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ditions which usually prevail on 
raceday. Indianapolis is a favorite 
among racers and fans alike for it 
produces the best nighttime mile 
going. Of course it is the only one, but 
the sweeping corners and power 
straights set up entirely different from 
the daytime version. Indy's twin 
Nationals are back to back within a 24 
hour span. To survive both is a feat in 
itself. 


Some say that San Jose is the mile. 
The Santa Clara Fairgrounds track 
seems to produce more blanket 
finishes and more close racing than 
almost anywhere else. The springtime 
event - until Sacramento came into the 
picture - was traditionally a proving 
ground to see who had the power and 
who didn’t. The fall running at San 
Jose is a make or break event in the 
title chase. Sacramento, the opening 
mile of the year, is where all the winter 
work either pays off or doesn’t. It is 
fast and wide open which makes for 
good racing. 

Of the eight road races currently on 
the schedule, three are new to the 
Winston Pro Series. The mainstays are 
Daytona, Loudon, Sears Point, 
Pocono and Riverside. There is only 
one Daytona and if you haven't been 
there then it is very hard to explain the 
aura that surrounds Cycle Week. 
Loudon is a happening as much as it is 
a race. The 1.6 mile, 10-turn track 
puts a premium on handling and 
braking with power off the corner em- 
phasized more than top end. Pocono is 
a power track, but the way the infield 
is set up it is almost impossible to gear 
for the slow corners and run fast at the 
same time. Riverside and Sears Point 
have their own personalities. Riverside 
is twisty and slightly undulating. Make 
one mistake and you run off into the 
very loose stuff. Sears Point features 
plenty of fast sweepers. 


Two of the new tracks are pure road 
racing courses. Road Atlanta returns 
to the schedule after a five year absen- 
ce. Kenny Roberts calls the facility 
“The best road race course in the 
world.” Need we say more. Road 
America in Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin 
winds its way through the countryside 
with the emphasis on a sweeping 
rather than tight configuration. 
Michigan International Speedway in 
Brooklyn, Michigan is a super speed- 
way style track using a portion of the 
two mile oval connected to the infield. 


Some riders feel that the Winston 
Pro Series title is won or lost on the 
half miles. Since there are nine of 
them - nearly one third of the events 
on the schedule - you can see why. 


Ascot hosts two of the nine, opening 
the half mile season and closing it. 
The track is unique in that it presents 
the rider with more traction than any 
other. The composition of the surface 
lets you hang it all out, but doesn't tell 
you when it is ready to let go. 
Louisville, The Meadows and retur- 
ning Harrington are three tracks 
which share limestone or a similiar 
composition base. Louisville and 
Harrington run at night and both tend 
to groove up. The daytime event at 
The Meadows could be called a short 
mile since the facility is actually five- 
eights of a mile long. It too has been 
known to be a groove. 


The Columbus Charity Newsies 
National at the Ohio State Fairgroun- 
ds used to be one of the most exciting 
events to watch on the circuit. Now the 
thrilling part is the first 200 minutes of 
practice before the track grooves up. 
The only question about Topeka is 
how wide the groove will be. However, 
the riders like the track. Two new 
facilities, in Cedar Rapids, lowa, and 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, will probably be 
blue groove tracks. Fairground/speed- 
way facilities usually are. e

SACRAMENTO, CA, FEB. 3 


“I must admit I did feel kinda bad each moto 
when I got the holeshot,” grimaced Chuck Sun. 
“The bikes are now putting out eight more 
horsepower than when we first raced them at 


Anaheim last November. Then, 
once I got out front, it was hard- 
ly a contest. It's a lot easier throw- 
ing a 200 pound works bike 
through a corner than the 230 pound 
production bikes I used to race.” 

At the Prairie City round of the Can- 
Am sponsored CMC Golden State 
Series, Team Honda's newest star 
pulled out runaway back-to-back moto 


wins for the overall victory in the 250cc 
Pro class. In what was just his second 
race for Honda, Chuck Sun scored his 
win riding a non-watercooled version 
of the RC250-80 Pro-Link works mono- 
shocker during a shakedown cruise for 
the upcoming Supercross Series. “Ris- 
ing'Sun” Chuck had arrived and was 
ready to pass his nickname on down to 
younger brother Ron. 











For the third weekend in a row the 
125cc Pro class fell victim to Suzuki 
test pilot “Radical Ron” Turner and 
his RM 125T production bike, With 
his win Turner took over the Series 
class points lead from Yamaha/Moto-X 
Fox rider Jim Holley who suffered from 
a couple of crashes which left him 
down in placings and points with just 
two events left in the Golden State 
Series. 

The Open Pro class was picked 
clean by local hero, Team Maico ber- 
zerko Danny “Magoo” Chandler who 
spent the day looking uncommonly 
smooth and totally in control as he 
waltzed his 450 Megaform Maico to 
both moto wins. 

Team Yamaha's own Rocket Man, 
Rex Staten, didn’t do too badly with a 
third overall in the 250cc class and a 
second overall in the Open aboard his 
production YZs to take over the series 
points lead in the 250cc class and in- 
crease his Open class points lead even 
further. But with Rex now off to cam- 
paign the Supercross Series, the 250cc 
and Open class titles are now up for 
grabs to any number of riders who 
could possibly win the last two races. 


125cc 


Team Suzuki support rider Scott 
Burnworth saw himself turning an 
opening moto holeshot into a huge lead 
that would last for the rest of the race. 
Series points leader Jim Holley found 
his line blocked by a downed Johnny 
O'Mara of Team Mugen, and once 
Holley worked his Yamaha around he 
was near the rear of the pack. 

“As soon as I was back in the race, a 
few laps later I tangled with Jeff Watts 
and went down again,” related Holley 
afterwards. Then if that wasn’t enough, 
he hooked up with Dave Coupe as the 
two were working through the pack 
again and both went down. It wasn’t 
Holley’s day. 

Burnworth looked over his shoulder 
and all he could see was Luft/Honda’s 
Gary Denton, Moto-X Fox's Mike 
Preston, Brian Carlson, Wargo, 
Rebuck and Waxham way back in the 
distance. It looked like series front- 
runner Denton might have been able 
to close the distance on Burnworth, 
but just as he was closing ground, he 
had to pull off the track to straighten a 
berm-bent shifter. 

Both Brian Wargo and Moto-X Fox 
rider Dana Waxham were looking ex- 
tremely hot as they moved up to dis- 
place Preston and Carlson for the 
runner-up positions behind Burnworth. 
Then on the last lap Ron Turner 
moved his Suzuki up from his poor start 
to pass Preston for fourth place. 

One of the first moto casualties was 
Team Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi, 
out for his first race in two months since 
a knee operation. After a couple of 
spills from his rusty condition, Canta- 
loupi decided to wait for round 
number two. 

Round number two saw first moto 
winner Burnworth crash right after 
the start and Brian Wargo kick his 
Yamaha out into the lead ahead of 
Denton, Larson, Wessel and O'Mara. 
On the second lap Denton stuffed his 
way inside of Wargo on a fast sweeper 
for a temporary shot at the lead that 
lasted up until two laps before the 
finish. 

There Ron Turner, steadily having 
worked his way up from a middle-of- 
the-pack start, moved past Denton 
and took the lead which lasted to the 
finish. Denton wouldn't be allowed to 
hold onto second position either as 
Rick Johnson of Yamaha’s Product 
Evaluation team and Donnie Cantaloupi 
on his own YZ stocker came battling 
past for second and third having el- 
bowed their way up from the middle of 
the pack as well. Denton was able to 
retain fourth spot ahead of Larson, 
Wargo and Waxham. Scott Burnworth 
managed to work his way back up to 








llth place by the end of the race after 
his first turn crash, but it was Ron 
Turner who collected the overall win 
for Suzuki for the third week in a row. 


250cc 


Even though Honda’s Chuck Sun 
dominated both motos from start to 
finish with his Eric Crippa-tuned 
RC250 Pro-Link, Chuck had the de- 
cency not to pull out a big lead which 
helped to give the impression of excit- 
ing racing. Which it really was. 

Moto one in the 250cc class saw 
Maico’s Danny Chandler off in second 
spot behind Sun and ahead of LOP’s 
Mike Brown, Yamaha's Rex Staten, 
Losh, Lawrence and Benek. First 
Brown tangled with Chandler, which 
was a mistake, and went down. 

But then Mr. Magoo boggled 
through a turn and Staten was past in 
a flash to claim second spot. Magoo 
closed back up on Staten, and for the 
rest of the moto the two ran wheel-to- 
wheel, at times never more than four 
seconds behind Sun and more often 
than not just four yards behind. The 
banging off Chandler must of gotten 
to Staten, and along with his bruised 
shoulder and hand from the previous 
weekend's crash, he backed off his 
pace ‘slightly to let Magoo have a 
secure grasp on second spot just three 
seconds behind Sun at the finish. 

Euro Cycles/Hi-Point rider Eric 
McKenna charged his way up to 
fourth spot ahead of LOP rider Mark 
Lawrence, Suzuki's Ron Turner and 
Gary Semics riding this season for 
Team LOP as well. 

Race number two and Ron Turner 
got off the line this time in second spot 
behind Chuck Sun with Lawrence, 
Semics, Ellis and Brown in pursuit. 
Danny Chandler, meanwhile, had 
gone down in the first turn, run -over 
his foot, and retired from the moto 
after his excellent first moto showing. 
LOP teammates Lawrence and Brown 
pushed their way up on Turner to try 
and take second place. The move 
worked as Turner dropped back to 
eighth from a crash. Lawrence then 
suffered bike problems which slowed 
his pace slightly and left him with fifth 
place by the time everyone reached the 
finish with Chuck Sun still out ahead, 
chased by Brown, McKenna, Staten, 
Turner and Ellis. 

Open 

Rex Staten had dominated the Open 
class throughout the Golden State Ser- 
ies and just wasn’t expecting the com- 
petition Danny “Magoo” Chandler was 
dishing out this week. For the first 
moto “Rocket Rex” had the uphill 
start wired with his Yamaha 465, but 
before they got halfway round the first 
lap Chandler was kicking his Billy 
DePrato prepared Maico past Rex and 
into the lead. Staten’s problems weren't 
about to end there either, as Eric 
McKenna next moved in with his Euro 
Cycles Maico. Throughout the moto 
Staten and McKenna held a terrific 
battle over second spot, often side by 
side and bouncing off each other, as 
Magoo continued to put more daylight 
between him and them. The fight 
finally resolved itself with Staten win- 
ning out of McKenna at the finish as 
Magoo collected the win, while fourth 
place was picked up by Dan Turner, 
Harrison Construction/Hi-Point Maico, 
Jerome Heiberger, Tim Locey and 
Steve Rhyan. 


The second moto took Magoo a lap 
and a half to take the lead away from 
Staten, but when he did it, it was just 
as convincing as in the first moto. 
Before long an eight-second lead was 
built up on Staten, Locey, Heiberger, 
Klassen, McKenna and Rhyan of the 
Maico wrecking crew. 

For a while it looked like a follow- 
the-leader race with no action going 
on at all, but then with about four laps 
to go before the finish Parry Klassen

found a burr under his saddle and be- 
gan putting torque to the throttle of 
his Sisler Construction/Moto-X Fox 
support team Maico. First he picked 
off Heiberger, then with one lap to go 
berm shot his way around Locey and 
Staten without a second thought. 

It was then the last lap going toward 
the finish, and Magoo’s lead had shrunk 
from eight seconds to eight feet as 
Danny wheelied his Maico one-handed 
up the finish line hill to collect the 
checkered flag just ahead of Klassen. 

“I didn’t know Parry was that close 
behind me until I looked over my 
shoulder after taking the finish,” re- 
counted boy wonder Magoo. “Next 
time I'll know better than to coast in to 
the finish!” e

Mr. & Mrs. Leavitt

You'd have to call them the first couple of observed trials. He’s the three-time 
American Champion. Before becoming Mrs. Lane Leavitt, Debbie Evans was al- 
ready acknowledged as the best woman trials rider in the world. Now, at age 21, 
she’s also a successful motion picture stunt woman. 


Lane Leavitt, 29, was 17 when two-wheeling became a regular part of his life. A 
hopeful motocrosser, Lane was inspired by the antics of Joel Robert at an Inter-Am 
race. Hts motocross ambitions thwarted by reluctant parents, he took up trials. By 
1970, when he won the first annual El Trial de Espana in southern California, he 
was considered the best trials rider in America. In 1971 he won a trip to the Bultaco 
factory in Spain, a reward for winning the second El Trial de Espana. He became a 
contract rider for Bultaco in 1972 and won the single-event North American Trials 
Championships in 1972 and 1973. He travelled continuously to compete, teach and 
spread the trials word. His travels have included stops overseas to ride the Scottish 
Six Days and World Championship trials. 

In 1974 Lane won five of eight rides to claim the first AMA/NATC National 
Championship. Since then he has been a top contender as well as an avid promoter 
of the sport. Today, Lane is the “elder statesman” of trials competitors, a shop- 
sponsored privateer in an amateur sport. 

Debbie Evans Leavitt climbed on her first btke at six and started trialing at age 
nine. Bikes ran in the family. Her dad, Dave Evans, was the fellow who did the

endless wheelies in On Any Sunday. Dave has been an accomplished trials and 
enduro rider in southern California for years, often with factory sponsorship. 

By the time Debbie was 15 she was sponsored by Yamaha, on a TY175. She first 
attracted attention when she perfected the balance-bike head stand. 

Then late in 1976 she transferred to the Expert class in southern California, the 
toughest trials arena in the nation. She rode her first national in 1977, in Michigan, 
tackling exactly the same sections as the riders entered in the simultaneous World 
Championship round. 

In the spring of 1978 she became the first foreign woman ever to finish the 
Scottish Six Days, earning a first class award in the process. That summer, at 
Roaring Branch, Pennsylvania, she became the first woman ever to finish a World 
Championship trial. 

Last year, dropping down to the support Sportsman class after a movie-related 
injury slowed her training, she was gunning for the championship until her work 
schedule forced her to miss the final two nationals. 

Her reel life begain in October of 1977. A year later she placed second tn the 
nationally-televised CBS Stunt Competition and has worked steadily ever since.

Lane: It's the same trip, exactly. I de- 
cided I'd race motocross after I became 
the best trials rider. But then I loved 
trials so much I stayed with it. 

Your first trials bike was a Montesa. 
When did you start riding a Bultaco? 
Lane: Right after the first El Trial de 
Espana. I called up Bultaco early in 
1971 and Tom Patton gave me a really 


since. 

How long have you two known each 
other? 

Lane: For years. Motorcycling is like a 
big family. I've known Dave Evans 
since the year one. It was a weird situa- 
tion, dating my friend's daughter. 
Debbie: When he used to come down 
to trials he was one of my heroes be- 
cause you look up to the Experts and 
he was the best. So I used to watch him 


say “Hi” or something. 

Hi, little kid. 

Debbie: Yeah, that was it. 

Lane: I had to be nice to my friend's 
little daughter. I rode trials with Dave 
in 1970. 

In 1970 Debbie was 12. 

Debbie: There was such an age spread 
then. Now there doesn’t seem to be 
any. 


When did the “daddy’s little girl” 
thing stop? 

Debbie: When I went up to Lane’s 
school at Donner Ski Ranch in 1976. 
Lane: It was when Bob Nickelsen 
(Honda Enduro Coordinator) accepted 
it, I think. (Laugh.) He gave us his 
blessing. 

Debbie: Lane was scared of me at first. 
We went to Michigan in 1977 and he 
was afraid to hold my hand. Or he'd 
give me a quick kiss on the cheek and 
run off. 

Lane: All the guys down here were 
afraid to ask her out because they re- 
membered her as little Debbie and be- 
cause they thought everybody would 
make fun of them. 

How did you get into stunt work? 
Debbie: I received a call. I had gone 
to Montesa to see Art Barda and met 
Gene Hartline, who used to flattrack. 
He remembered me when a job came 
up. That was in October of 1977, 
What was your first job? 


Debbie: A movie, Deathsport. 

Lane: The bikes were DT-1s with 50 
pounds of metal on them and sissy 
bars. Everytime you'd get the bike off 
the ground it would nose dive. 

Debbie: We had to jump a ravine 28 
feet across and 10 feet deep. 


What happened then? 

Debbie: I worked on that into February. 
I also got a job in American Hot Wax. 
And I learned various skills and met 
the stunt coordinators. 

What has your training covered? 
Debbie: I'm a certified. scuba diver 
now. I practice high falls with the fel- 
low who does Circus of the Stars for 
TV. I’m not an expert horsebacker, 
but I can get by. 

When was the CBS Stunt Competi- 
tion? 

Debbie: October of 1978. It was 
shown in January of 1979. 

And that really opened the door for 
you? 

Debbie: Yes. Wonder Woman was look- 
ing for somebody to do some motor- 
cycle stuff for Lynda Carter. I got the 
job. And then I got several more 
Wonder Woman shows. That really 
helped. 


What other shows? 

Debbie: There was the The Jerk with 
Steve Martin and Heaven's Gate and 
TV shows like CHiPs, 240 Robert, 
Barnaby Jones, Vegas, The Hulk, 
Fantasy Island and specials. I’ve been 
working solidly the last year. I've been 
extremely lucky. 


What about the CBS Stunt Competi- 
tion? You won the dirt autocross car 
race. 

Debbie: Yes and then in the motocross 
somebody fell right in front of me and 
we tangled. 

Lane: She went from last to second 
and was closing on the winner. 

Debbie: And I finished sixth in the 
horse race. : 


You went over to France for Moto 
Verte, the French dirt magazine. 

Debbie: 1 went for two weeks. I was 
supposed to go again for the 24-hour 
motocross, but I couldn’t make it. We 
went riding through vineyards and in 
the Alps, rode street bikes in the south 
of France and did some motocrossing. 


You were on the cover of Moto Verte 
too. 

Lane: You have to remember that 
trials may be the biggest participant 
sport in Europe and it’s super big in 
France. That’s why they made a big 
deal over Debbie. 

Debbie: 1 did a funny thing while I 
was over there for Bol d’Or, the 24- 
hour road race. I was to do my demon- 
stration just before the big race. I talked 
to LouLou (Jean Louis Bernardelli, 
the trials editor of Moto Verte) and told 
him to introduce me: “this is Debbie 
Evans from the states and she's sup- 
posed to be the best girl rider in the 














world but I don’t know, I haven't seen 
her yet. But we'll see.” So I come out 
and I'm sitting on my bike with my 
legs crossed and fluttering my eye- 
lashes and smiling. I pretended I 
couldn’t start my bike and I could hear 
the snickers start. So I revved it up, 
popped the clutch to make it jump up 
in a wheelstand and I started running 





behind, chasing it. Everybody was 
laughing. But then I jumped on and 
kept doing the wheelie and then I did 
all my trick stuff. 


When did you do your first head- 
stand? 

Debbie: 1 was still on an Ossa then. It 
must have been "74. My dad said Elliott 








Schultz could do it and I didn’t believe 
him. My dad showed me a picture. I 
said “if he can do it, so can I.” And the 
second time I tried it, I did it. 

Lane: Elliott Schultz was an outstand- 
ing high school gymnast and quite an 
athlete. He was also a flattracker, an 
Ascot record holder and one of the 
first to do trials schools. 

Can’t Desnoyers of France do the 
headstand now too? 

Lane: He just sort of gets up and falls 
right over. 

Debbie: I think a lot of people could 
do it if they took the time to'try it. I 
learned balancing when I was 10 years 
old. I'd turn around standing on the 
seat. The headstand was just a new 
thing. And now I do the back flip dis- 
mount from the headstand. 

Do you ever run into what’s-a-girl- 
doing-riding characters? 

Debbie: Maybe from an ex-desert rac- 
er who's big on macho. They come out 
and ride a trial and I beat them and 
they sell their bike and go back to the 
desert where it’s really macho. There’s 
been very little of that in trials. 

So in the trials community you’re just 
one of the guys, except cuter. 

Lane: Exactly. 

Debbie: I'm not trying to prove any- 
thing. I just do it because I enjoy it. 
What about trials riding for girls in- 
terested in biking? 

Debbie: It’s exciting, fun, inexpensive 
and a good way to socialize. A lot of 
girls like to observe sections. But riding 
is no problem if you have ambition. 
Doing the nationals is a fun thing. I'd 
recommend trying it to any girl. 

Lane, what was trials like in the 
early days? 

Lane: It was a bummer because there 
was no strong centralized organizing 
committee. There were no standard 
rules. I was the first rider to travel and 
everywhere I went I had to learn a 
completely new set of rules. The NATC 
has done a great job of standardizing 
the rules across the country. That’s just 
been accomplished in the last year or 
two. 


And there was little information — 


about English trials? 

Lane: No, nothing. Every club was try- 
ing to figure things out for themselves. 
They were even riding on knobby tires. 
I won my first trial because I put trials 
tires on. Then I made the mistake of 
letting a couple of guys ride my bike. 
The next week they had trials tires and 
I was back in third place. I was always 
the guy who experienced and I guess 
I’m still the only guy who experiments, 
like with the long travel now. Bultaco 
always told me you can’t change your 
bike like that. Then two or three years 
later they'd have it stock. Exactly what 
I had done. 


For instance? 

Lane: Well the engine position for one 
thing. When they came out with the 
‘16 Sherpas, I couldn’t ride that bike 
at all: So I moved the engine back and 
changed the frame and geometry. It 
was virtually the same geometry as the 
"79 Sherpa T. 

What about moving the shocks 
forward? 

Lane: The first trials rider to do that 
was Curt Mayfield in 1973. He moved 
them forward at the top and I moved 
them forward at the bottom. That’s 
when everybody in motocross was ex- 
perimenting with shocks. -The suspen- 
sion I had then was longer than what 
they're running now on the stock bikes. 
But Bultaco told me I couldn't run it 
anymore so I had to go back to stock. 
It’s just now that I’m back into long 
travel, Last year I ran seven and seven. 
The bike I’m on right now has about 
7% in the front and about nine in the 
rear. The whole problem is keeping 
the seat low so you can dab. That’s the 
big problem with trials suspension. It'll 
just keep going like motocross until 
they get to a point where the bike won’t 
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
